he  Emma  Goldman  Gypsy  Players  are  growing  up. 
With  both  a  national  and  a  European  tour  now  under 
their  magical  belts,  these  radicd-faery  performance 
artists  are  poised  to  set  gay  Boston  on  its  ear  once 
more,  when  their  new  play,  Queens  Are  Wild!  hits 
MIT  Sept.  19-20.  The  Players  — B  J.  Atanasio,  Mark 
Weinstein,  and  Spree — were  interviewed  recently  at  a  faery  gathering 
in  upstate  New  York. 

TTie  obvious  question  after  all  of  this  touring  is,  how  is  the  troupe 
maturing?  Well,  they're  asking  for  more  money,  according  to  Spree, 
“though  we  still  come  a  lot  cheaper  than  Romanovsky  and  PhiUps.” 
Last  year's  show  was  gay  vaudeville,  with  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
and  styles.  This  year,  they've  written  a  full-length  play,  a  comedy  that 
focuses  on  AIDS  and  the  enviomment.  A  number  of  the  zany 
character  audiences  have  aijoyed  in  the  past  turn  up  in  outrageous 


and  unpredictable  ways  in  Queens!  But  you  don't  need  to  have  seen 
Fairy  Tales,  Faerie  Tails,  the  Players  last  show,  to  get  in  on  the  fun 
this  time  around. 

“We're  using  humor  to  educate  people  about  how  to  deal  with  a 
person  with  AIDS,”  says  Mark,  “and  how  to  respect  his  or  her 
wishes.”  Queens  Are  Wild!  chronicles  the  changes  in  our  attitudes 
toward  AIDS,  as  it  daily  becomes  a  bigger  part  of  all  our  lives.  The 
play  points  up  the  connections  between  personal  and  environmental 
health. 

For  the  interview.  Spree  had  selected  a  crisp  lavender  linen  frock 
with  matching  jacket  and  pearlescent  earrings.  “This  is  my  working- 
girl-on-the-T  look,”  he  explained.  The  formerly  frumpy  Mark's  pale 
green  miniprint  Laura  Ashley  dress  could  not  disguise  the  radical 
changes  his  grooming  and  image  have  undergone  as  he  prepares  to 
create  the  character  of  Abbe  Fein  in  Queens!  Only  B.J.,  ever  the 
practical  faery,  appeared  for  the  interview  sensibly  dressed  as  a 
biological  male,  in  a  poncho  and  blue  jeans  ensemble.  B  J.  really  puts 
the  camping  back  in  camp  at  faery  gatherings. 

And  about  the  Players'  fabled  onstage  cosnime  changes?  Don't 
worry.  Queens!  has  got  plenty — along  with  some  fab  new  fun  phones, 
sneak-attack  musical  numbers  and,  what’s  more:  the  lads  actually 
play  canasta  onstage!  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  play  has  more  than  one

Health  care  workers  and 
activists  gather  in  New  York 
to  protest  legislation 
designed  to  jail  "HIV 
infected"  health  workers.  In 
Washington,  lawmakers 
endorse  softer  guidelines.

NEW  YORK — As  Congress  returned  from 
its  summer  recess.  Sept.  11,  the  Senate  voted 
99-1  to  adopt  HIV  prevention  guidelines  for 
health  care  workers.  The  protesters  targeted 
U.S.  Senate  legislation  designed  to  identify, 
segregate  and/or  eliminate  health  care 
workers  with  HIV/ AIDS  at  a  day  of  protests 
in  New  York. 

The  day’s  events  began  in  the  morning, 
with  public  hearings  in  New  York  about  HIV 
transmission  and  health  care  workers.  Later, 
18  protesters  were  arrested  during  a  morning 
demonstration  at  local  offices  of  the 
American  Dental  Association  (ADA).  In  the 
afternoon,  protesters  marched  to  New  York 
City  Hall  for  a  rally/speak -out. 

“Treacherous  right-wing  demagogues 
[U.S.  legislators]  are  conducting  a  witch  hunt 
with  this  legislation  concerning  health  care 
workers  and  HIV  transmission,”  ACT 
UP/N.Y.’s  Vic  Hernandez  told  GCN.  “The 
purpose  of  this  action  was  to  thwart  the  AIDS 
frenzy  that  the  legislators  are  whipping  up, 
[and]  call  attention  to  how  the  CDC  has 
deceived  the  public  into  thinking  it  is  easy  to 
get  HIV  from  daitists.” 

ADA  and  CDC  under  fire 

According  to  Shraga  Lev  of  ACT  UP/N.Y., 
18  activists  occupied  the  ADA’s  New  York 
offices  on  the  morning  of  the  day  of  protest. 
Lev  told  GCN  that  the  ADA  was  targeted 
because,  unlike  most  other  medical  and 
dental  organizations,  the  ADA  had 
announced  that  they  would  provide  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  (CDC)  with  a  list 
of  procedures  they  considered  dangerous  in 
terms  of  HIV  transmission.  Approximately 
30  other  health  care  groups  had  refused  to 
compile  such  a  list  because  it  would  seem  to 
endorse  the  CDC  recommendation  that  HIV- 
infected  health  care  workers  refrain  from 
“invasive  procedures.”  Some  argue  this 
policy  suggests  universal  precautions  can  be 
employed  selectively. 

“We  wanted  to  show  the  ADA  that 
legitimizing  this  CDC  policy  would  not  go 
uncontested,”  said  Lev.  “The  activists 
stopped  the  [ADA]  offices  from  functioning 
for  about  an  hour  before  being  arrested  for 
criminal  trespass,”  he  said,  adding  that  the  18 
who  were  arrested  were  released  by  early 
afternoon. 

At  3:30  p.m.,  a  picket  was  held  outside  a 
local  hospital.  Protesters  then  marched  to 
City  Hall  for  a  mass  rally  and  speak-out. 
“This  is  the  first  time  we  have  had  such 
extensive  participation  from  health  care 
unions  and  professional  groups,”  said  Lev.  “It 
is  so  important  that  health  care  workers 
become  involved  in  AIDS  activism.” 

OSHA  standards 

Prior  to  the  occupation  of  the  ADA 
offices,  public  hearings  addressed  the 
possibility  that  New  York  City’s  Health 
Department  would  adopt  as  policy  a  recent 
consensus  statement  drafted  by  members  of 
ACT  UP/N.Y..  ACT  UP/N.Y.’s  Joe  Franco, 
one  of  the  protest’s  key  organizers,  told  GCN 
that  endorsement  of  the  consensus  statement 
was  the  basis  of  the  formation  of  the 
Coalition  for  Safe  Health  Care.  The  Coalition

Helms’  house 
covered  with  giant 
condom 


ARLINGTON,  Va. — Activists  covered 
Sen.  Jesse  Helms’  suburban  Washington 
home  with  a  giant,  inflatable  condom  Sept. 

5.  The  35-foot  custom-made  condom  was 
printed  with  the  words  “A  condom  to  stop 
unsafe  politics.  Helms  is  deadlier  than  a 
virus.” 

Seven  members  of  Treatment  Action 
Guerrillas  (TAG),  a  New- Yoik -based  AIDS 
direct  action  group  formed  six  months  ago 
and  inaugurated  with  this  action,  kept  the 
condom  inflated  for  several  minutes  before 
police  told  them  to  take  it  down.  The 
Republican  senator  was  in  North  Carolina  at 
the  time;  there  were  no  arrests. 

Peter  Staley — a  member  of  ACT  UP/New 
York’s  Treatment  and  Data  Committee 
(T&D),  who  formed  TAG  with  other  ACT 
UP  and  T&D  members — said  they  targeted 
the  homophobe’s  house  to  announce  the 
birth  of  the  group  with  the  statement:  “If  you 
mess  with  us,  you  might  wake  up  one 
morning  with  a  condom  on  your  house.” 

“This  was  a  good  action  because  it 
showed  what  a  joke  Helms  is....  He  is  a 
pretty  deadly  Joke,”  said  TAG’S  Derek  Link. 
Link  told  GCN  that  future  TAG  actions  will 
focus  on  treatment  issues,  specifically 
targeting  pharmaceutical  companies  and 
public  officials  for  the  release  of  AIDS 
treatment  drugs. 

The  formation  of  TAG  represents  a  radical 
change  of  tactics  for  members  of  T&D,  who 
were  criticized  by  other  ACT  UP  members 
last  winter  for  meeting  with  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  Director  Anthony  Fauci. 
“[TAG]  is  bom  out  of  frustration,”  Link  said. 
“We  need  to  up  the  stakes  with  certain 
companies,  public  officials  and  agencies.” 

T&D  members  “will  continue  to  meet 
with  pharmaceutical  companies  but  there’s 
also  a  time  to  do  some  hard-core  intense  civil 
disobedience,”  Link  added. 

In  contrast  to  the  recent  large-scale 
protests  and  rallies  organized  by  ACT  UP, 
such  as  the  one  held  on  Labor  Day  weekend 
at  Pres.  Bush’s  vacation  home  at 
Kennebunkport,  Maine,  Link  said  TAG  will 
focus  on  direct  action.  “Large 
demonstrations  don’t  get  [results].”  Link 
said,  “There’s  a  role  now  for  very  small, 
very  intense  civil  disobedience  that  pushes 
the  limit  of  what  ACT  UP  has  done  before.” 
Staley  said,  “We  will  try  every  avenue  to 
accomplish  our  ends  before  resorting  to  civil 
disobedience.” 

Stacey  said  TAG  has  gotten  a  great  deal 
of  assistance  from  Greenpeace,  the  direct- 
action  enviroiunental  group.

Houston  Post 
Columnist  rehired 

HOUSTON — A  Houston  Post  columnist 
who  was  fued  last  month  for  coming  out  as  a 
gay  man  was  rehired  as  a  member  of  the 
paper’s  editorial  board,  following 
demonstrations  by  Latino  and  gay  activists 
and  a  petition  circulated  by  the  paper’s 
reporters,  the  Associated  Press  reported  Sepc. 

9. 

The  columnist,  Juan  R.  Palomo,  wanted  to 
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disclose  his  sexual  orientation  in  a  July  9 
column,  in  which  he  wrote  about  anti-gay 
violence,  but  his  editors  deleted  his  sexuality 
from  the  column.  Palomo  later  came  out  and 
criticized  the  Post's  censorship  of  his 
sexuality  in  an  interview  with  an  alternative 
Houston  paper.  He  was  latCT  fired. 

Palomo’s  duties  on  the  editorial  board  will 
include  writing  opinion  columns,  according 
to  Charles  Cooper,  the  Post's  senior  vice 
president  and  editor. 

“I  look  forward  to  once  again  being  a 
membCT  of  The  Post  team,”  Palomo  said.  “In 
the  end,  what  mattCTS  most  to  me,  and  I  hope 
to  my  readers,  is  that  my  voice  will  still  be 
heard  in  Houston.”

Location  chosen 
for  8th  Int'l  AIDS 
conference 

BOSTON — Harvard  University’s  AIDS 
Institute  and  the  board  of  the  Dutch 
Foundation  AIDS  Conference  ’92 
announced  SepL  1 1  that  the  8th  International 
AIDS  Conference  will  be  moved  to 
Amsterdam,  the  Netherlands,  in  July  1992, 
co-organized  by  Harvard  and  the  Dutch 
Foundation.  The  conference  had  been 
scheduled  for  Boston,  but  on  Aug.  16, 
Harvard  cancelled  those  plans  in  protest  of 
the  U.S.  policy  excluding  entry  of  HIV- 
infected  people.  The  Netherlands  has  no 
HIV-related  restrictions  on  travel  or 
immigration. 

Dr.  Michael  Merson,  director  of  the  World 
Health  Organization  (WHO)’s  Global 
Programme  on  AIDS  urged  the  U.S.  to  “lift 
its  restrictions  so  that  WHO  again  would  be 
able  to  co-sponsor  this  conference  and  other 
international  meetings  on  AIDS  in  the 
USA.”

GLAAD  takes  on 
the  condom 
industry 

NEW  YORK — The  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Alliance  Against  Defamation  (GLAAD)  is 
taking  on  the  condom  industry  to  fight  what 
it  calls  “pirophylactic  prejudice”  in  launching 
a  grassroots  campaign  against  the  makers  of 
Trojan  condoms  for  their  refusal  to  run  ads 
in  gay  magazines  and  for  the  exclusively 
heterosexual  images  in  their  ads  and 
packaging,  the  group  aimounced  SepL  6. 

“Condom  makers  represent  the  most 
startling  example  of  advertisers  taking  gay 
dollars  while  slamming  the  door  on  gay 
publications,”  said  GLAAD  spokesperson 
Stephen  Miller.  According  to  GLAAD, 
Carter- Wallace,  the  manufacturers  of  the 
best-selling  brand,  shuns  such  gay  magazines 
as  The  Advocate  and  Genre  in  favor  of 
mainstream  men’s  publications. 

GLAAD’s  campaign  urges  individuals  to 
write  to  Carter- Wallace  and  demand  they 
place  advertising  in  gay  publications. 
According  to  GLAAD,  studies  show  that  gay 
men  are  more  likely  than  straight  men  to  buy 
condoms. 

“The  refusal  to  advertise  in  gay 
publications  is  based  on  prejudice  and  the 
fear  of  being  tagged  as  the  manufacturer  of  a 
‘gay’  product,”  Miller  said.  Letters  can  be 
sent  to  Henry  Hoyt,  Jr.,  Chairman  and  CEO, 
Carter- Wallace,  Inc.,  1345  Avenue  of  the 
Americas,  New  York,  NY  10105.

N.Y.  judge  okays 
legal  right  to  gay 
spousal  benefits 

NEW  YORK — In  a  landmark  decision,  a 
New  York  state  judge  ruled  Aug.  19  that 
lesbian  and  gay  employees  have  the  legal 
right  to  sue  for  health  insurance  benefits  for 
domestic  partners. 

Judge  Karla  Moskowitz’s  validation  of  the 
plaintiffs'  complaints  in  Gay  Teachers 
Associations  v.  New  York  City  marks  the  first 
time  a  state  court  has  upheld  charges  of  anti¬ 
gay  discrimination  due  to  failure  to  extend 
benefits  to  unmarried  domestic  paitnm.  The 
lawsuit  was  filed  in  May,  1988,  by  Lambda 
Legal  Defense  and  Education  Fund  on  behalf 
of  three  gay  employees  of  the  New  York 
Qty  school  system,  their  longtime  domestic 
partners,  and  the  Gay  Teachers  Association. 
The  ruling  allows  the  lawsuit  to  go  forward 
to  trial. 

“This  is  the  most  significant  civil  rights 
breakthrough  to  date  for  lesbian  and  gay 
employees,"  said  Lambda’s  director,  Paula 
Eitlcbiick.  “The  court  has  given  teeth  to  the 
civil  rights  law  by  recognizing  that  lesbian 
and  gay  employees  are  just  as  entitled  as 
anyone  else  to  equal  pay  for  equal  work — 
includ[ing]  equal  benefits  for  our  families," 
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she  said. 

Lambda’s  Penny  Perkins  told  GCN  that 
Moskowitz’  ruling  rejected  the  city’s 
argument  that  cost  and  administrative 
inconvenience  justified  the  exclusionary 
policy  and  that  extending  benefits  to 
uiunarried  partners  would  require  the  board 
of  education  to  probe  the  nature  and  conduct 
of  teachers’  relationships. 

In  her  decision,  Moskowitz  said  the  court 
must  recognize  “the  need  to  go  beyond  the 
labels  of  ‘spouse,’  ‘husband’  and  ‘wife’”  in 
reviewing  a  public  agency’s  practice  of 
providing  health  insurance  bmefits. 

“We  hope  this  ruling  will  encourage  many 
more  lesbian  and  gay  employees  to  stand  up 
for  equity  in  the  workplace,”  said  Lambda 
staff  attorney  Evan  Wolfson.  “We  also  hope 
it  will  encourage  Mayor  Dinkins,  who  has 
pledged  support  for  domestic  partner 
benefits,  to  change  the  city’s  policy  without 
more  costly  litigation.” 

The  case  now  goes  to  trial,  “where  there’s 
no  telling  how  long  it  will  take  to  g^  a  final 
decision,”  Perkins  said.

N.C.  gay  highway 
signs  stolen

ASHEVILLE,  N.C. — Signs  identifying  a 
stretch  of  highway  “adopted”  for  cleaning  by 
the  Southern  Appalachian  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Alliance  (SALGA)  were  stolen  Aug.  28,  six 
days  after  they  had  been  posted. 

“The  removal  of  our  signs  is  a  hate  crime, 
meant  to  do  violence  not  just  to  SALGA 
members,  but  to  all  gay  people,”  said 
SALGA  secretary  Charlotte  Goedsche. 

SALGA  was  originally  denied 
participation  in  the  “adopt-a-highway”  clean¬ 
up  program  in  Oct.  1989,  but  following  the 
July  16  settlement  of  a  lawsuit  against  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of 
Transportation  (DoT),  SALGA  gained  the 
right  to  participate  and  have  its  name  posted 
(seeGCV,  Vol.  19,  No.  5). 

After  the  settlement,  DoT  officials 
continued  to  argue  against  using  the  words 
“gay”  and  “lesbian”  on  the  SALGA  sign, 
alleging  it  might  lead  to  vandalism  and  even 
increased  littering.  Despite  the  recent  theft  of 
the  signs,  SALGA  members  remain 
determined  to  keep  the  name  along  the 
designated  strip  of  highway. 

“SALGA  does  not  wish  to  contribute  to 
the  regular  devaluing  of  lesbian  and  gay 
people  by  agreeing  to  make  another  (civic) 
contribution  on  an  anonymous  basis,”  wrote 
SALGA  chair  Carlos  Gomez  and  former 
chair  Teri  Gibbs  in  a  letter  to  the  DoT.

Doctors  or 
investors? 

WASHINGTON — ^The  American  Medical 
Association  issued  a  warning  to  physicians 
SepL  4  that  they  must  inform  patients  if  they 
have  financial  investments  in  a  medical 
facility  to  which  they  refer  the  patients. 


According  to  the  Associated  Press,  the  new 
guidelines  followed  a  study  last  month  from 
Florida  State  University  that  laboratories 
owned  by  physicians  charge  more  and 
receive  more  referrals  from  “doctor- 
investors”  than  other  labs.  The  report 
prompted  charges  of  AIDS  profiteering  from 
advocates  for  jjeople  with  AIDS.

Teen  AIDS  risks 
reduced 

NEW  YORK — Teenage  runaways  can 
reduce  high-risk  sexual  behaviors  from  20 
percent  to  zero  and  can  increase  condom  use 
from  33  to  63  percent  if  they  receive  15 
sessions  of  intensive  AIDS  education, 
according  to  a  New  York  study  reported  in 
last  week’s  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

The  findings  offer  hope  for  teenagers,  the 
subject  of  a  San  Francisco  city  health 
department  study  reported  in  June,  which 
found  that  42.9%  of  those  between  the  ages 
of  17  and  19  engaged  in  unprotected  anal 
intercourse  and  90.5%  practiced  oral  sex 
without  condoms.

Reader’s  Digest 
attacks  BWMT 

The  September  Reader’s  Digest  includes 
an  attack  on  the  AIDS  prevention  efforts  of 
the  national  association  of  Black  and  White 
Men  Together  (BWMT).  The  column,  a 
reprint  from  syndicated  columnist  Cal 
Thomas,  suggests  that  in  tough  budgetary 
times,  the  federal  government  should  not 
give  money  that  “bolsters  homosexual 
efforts  to  give  their  sexual  behavior...  legal 
approval,”  and  compares  BWMT’s  efforts 
with  subsidies  to  Angoran  goat  farmers. 

Reggie  Williams,  director  of  BWMT’s 
National  Task  Force  on  AIDS  Prevention, 
which  claims  to  be  the  only  federally  funded 
program  targeting  African-American  gay 
and  bisexual  men,  called  the  attack  “absurd 
but  not  surpris[ing].” 

A  Boston  radio  talk  show  host,  Russ 
Limbaugh,  WHDH,  held  a  discussion  on 
Sept.  4  also  attacking  BWMT  for  wasting 
tax  dollars  on  safer  sex  promotion  efforts. 
“People  are  going  to  accept  this  Reader's 
Digest  [column]  as  gosjrel  and  it’s  going  to 
escalate,”  warned  Boston  BWMT’s  George 
Nolley.  “And  we’ve  got  to  escalate  [our 
voices]  too.”

If  I  were  a  rich 
man... 

WASHINGTON — Any  foreign  national 
willing  to  invest  $1  million  in  the  United 
States  will  be  guaranteed  an  immediate 
temporary  U.S.  visa  and  permanent 
citizenship  in  two  years,  through  a  new 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service 
(INS)  policy  to  be  instituted  Oct.  1.  The 
program  stipulates  that  the  million  dollar 
investment  must  create  10  new  U.S.  jobs 
lasting  two  years.  It  is  based  in  part  on  a 
similar  Canadian  program  that  has 
successfully  increased  revenues  and  jobs. 
Ten  thousand  visas  have  been  set  aside  for 
the  U.S.  program,  although  only  72 
applications  have  been  received,  the  Boston 
Globe  reported. 

Presumably,  foreign  millionaires  with 
mv  disease  will  fall  under  the  current  INS 
policy  that  denies  U.S.  entry  to  any  person 
with  HIV  disease. 

The  pxtlicy  will  not  affect  AIDS  donations 
such  as  that  made  last  week  when  renowned 
Japanese  artist  Hiro  Yamagata  donated  $1 
million  to  AMFAR  when  AMFAR 
spokeswoman  Elizabeth  Taylor  was  in 
Japan.

PWAs  abused  in 
Wisconsin 

Inmates  and  activists  stage  concurrent  demonstrations 
protesting  prison  abuses  of  people  with  HIV  disease

BOSTON — As  Boston  police  crack  down 
on  AIDS-prevention  volunteers  who  hand 
out  clean  needles  to  IV  drug  users  here, 
activists  in  Philadelphia  are  planning  to  start 
an  illegal  needle  exchange  program  with  the 
support  of  Philadelphia  Mayor  Wilson 
Goode  and  Health  Commissioner  Maurice 
Qifford. 

The  most  recent  Boston  arrest  of  needle 
exchange  voluntcCTS  took  place  on  Sept  11 
when  Jon  Parker  and  Joe  McGrath  were 
arrested  at  9:30  a.m.  outside  Boston  City 
Hospital,  just  one  week  after  McGrath  was 
arrested  there  Sept.  4.  These  arrests  came  in 
the  wake  of  dozens  of  arrests  of  both  drug 
users  and  AIDS  prevention  volunteers  at 
needle-exchange  venues  in  Boston  ovct  the 
past  four  months. 

Prior  to  these  arrests,  needle-exchange 
had  been  unofficially  sanctioned  in  the  city, 
despite  a  state  law  forbidding  the  possession 
of  hypodermic  needles  without  a 
prescription.  Mayor  Raymond  Flyim,  who 
claims  to  be  a  needle-exchange  supporter, 
unsuccessfully  attempted  to  exempt  the  city 
from  the  state  law  in  1987  in  order  to 
institute  a  city -run  exchange  program,  but  the 
legislature  narrowly  voted  down  the

BOSTON— “The  Funeral  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution”  took  place  across  from  the 
State  House  Sept.  S  as  a  small  group  of 
members  of  Mass.  Choice  and  the  local 
chapters  of  the  National  Lawyer’s  Guild  and 
the  National  Organization  for  Women 
(NOW),  dressed  in  judicial  robes,  staged  a 
mock  burial  of  the  document  to  express  their 
opposition  to  Pres.  Bush’s  Supreme  Court 
nominee  Clarence  Thomas.  U.S.  Senate 
confirmation  hearings  began  Sept  10. 

A  day  earlier,  a  broader  coalition  was 
represented  at  a  news  conference  also  in 
Boston  to  oppose  the  nomination  of  the 
conservative  African  American  nominee  to 
fill  the  seat  of  retiring  civil  rights  champion 
Thurgood  Marshall.  According  to  Geraldine 
Hines  of  the  National  Conference  of  Black 
Lawyers,  as  quoted  in  the  Boston  Globe, 
Thomas  was  nominated  “not  because  he  is 
Black,  but  because  he  is  Black  and  also 
shares  the  president’s  political  agenda.” 
African  American  civil  rights  groups  across 
the  country  have  announced  opposition  to 
Thomas’  nomination  based  in  part  upon  his 
record  as  director  of  the  Equal  Employment 
Opportunities  Commission  under  Ronald 
Reagan  and  his  opposition  to  affirmative 
action.  The  National  Coalition  of  Black 
Lesbians  and  Gays  as  well  as  its  D.C.  chapter 
also  joined  the  opposition  to  Thomas. 

Other  organizations  in  attendance  at  the 
Sept.  4  press  conference  were  the  Boston 
chapter  of  the  National  Association  for  the 
Advancanent  of  Colored  People  (NAACP), 
the  Massachusetts  Senior  Action  Council, 
NOW,  local  unions  of  the  AFL-CIO,  the 
Coalition  of  Labor  Union  Women,  Mass. 
Choice,  the  Massachusetts  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Political  Caucus  and  the  National  Lawyers 
Guild. 


“They’ve  really  been  harassing  us  on  the 
street....  The  police  are  really  trying  to  crush 
us,”  said  Jon  Parker,  founder  of  the  first 
needle-exchange  organization,  the  National 
AIDS  Brigade.  “Mayor  Flyrm  is  speaking  out 
of  both  sides  of  his  mouA”  in  allowing  the 
arrests,  Parker  told  GCN,  because  Flynn 
states  in  national  settings  that  he  is  in  favor 
of  needle  exchange  “but  on  his  own  turf  he 
won’t  tell  police  to  lay  off.”  Parker 
distributes  clean  needles  in  Boston  and  New 
Haven. 

Parker  was  held  on  $1000  cash  bail 
yesterday  and  McGrath  at  $500,  which 
Parker  said  was  higher  than  those  given  to 
accused  felons  present  at  the  court.  “Flynn  is 
really  fueling  conservative  judges,”  he  said, 
adding  that  the  costs  of  arrest  and  jail  space 
are  “a  waste  of  tax  dollars”  in  the  current 
budget  crunch. 

Gay  community  leaders  in  Boston  met 
with  Ryim  and  pfclice  representatives  Sept. 
11,  pressuring  the  mayor  to  stop  the  arrests. 
They  received  no  assurances  that  Flynn 
would  halt  or  decrease  the  arrests.  “The 
officers  on  the  beat  need  to  know  there  is 
political  leadership  on  this  issue,”  Kevin 
Cathcart,  director  of  Gay  and  Lesbian

Ellen  Convisser,  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  chapter  of  NOW,  told  GCN, 
“The  privacy  issue  is  going  to  be  the  main 
issue”  in  the  Senate  confirmation  hearings, 
noting  that  the  constitutionality  of  both  anti¬ 
abortion  and  anti-sodomy  laws  hinges  on 
whether  High  Court  justices  find  such  a  right 
in  the  constitution.  “The  Bush  administration 
is  going  to  try  very  hard  to  downplay  the 
issue,”  she  added. 

On  the  national  front,  the  country’s  two 
major  gay  and  lesbian  groups  also  opposed 
Thomas’  nomination.  Requests  by  the 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  (HRCF)  to 
testify  at  the  Capitol  Hill  hearings  were 
rebuffed  by  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee. 
Both  HRCF  and  the  National  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Task  Force  (NGLTF)  are  preparing 
written  testimony  to  be  submitted  in  late 
September,  spokespersons  said. 

Tim  McFeeley,  HRCF’s  director,  and 
Urvashi  Vaid,  executive  director  of  the 
NGLTF,  are  most  concerned  with  Thomas’ 
participation  as  a  member  of  the  Presidential 
Working  Group  on  the  Family,  which,  in  a 
December  1986  report  to  then-Pres.  Reagan, 
praised  the  Supreme  Court’s  five-to-four 
decision  in  Bowers  v.  Hardwick,  handed 
down  that  year. 

In  that  decision,  the  Supreme  Court  held 
that  homosexuals  “are  second-class  citizens” 
vis-a-vis  sexual  privacy,  McFeeley  pointed 
out  in  his  statement.  Former  Justice  l^wis  F. 
Powell,  Jr.,  who  had  provided  the  decisive 
vote  for  the  majority,  later  said  he  had  made 
a  mistake. 

According  to  Vaid,  the  Working  Group 
also  attributed  AIDS  to  “the  fallout  from  the 
sexual  revolution  of  the  last  quarter  century,” 
asking,  “Was  it  really  just  a  matter  of  private 
choice?”  Vaid  expressed  “serious  concern 
about  [Thomas’]  disregard  for  the  right  to 
privacy,  a  right  that  is  bitto-ly  contested,  and

MADISON,  Wis. — ^More  than  150  people 
from  throughout  the  Midwest  gather^  here 
Sept.  9  to  protest  Gov.  Tommy  Thompson’s 
inaction  in  the  face  of  the  AIDS  crisis  in 
Wisconsin  prisons.  The  same  day,  inmates  at 
Waupun  State  Prison  held  their  own 
demonstration  inside  the  prison. 

Judy  Greenspan,  AIDS  information 
coordinator  for  the  ACLU  National  Prison 
Project,  told  GCN,  “What  was  really  exciting 
was  the  combined  effort”  of  prisoners  and 
activists  on  the  outside.  She  said  such 
demonstrations  inside  prisons  are  rare, 
adding,  “The  men  at  Waupun  took  a  lot  of 
risks  to  be  involved.” 

According  to  Greenspan,  who  met  with 
irmiate  Roger  Hillman  on  Sept.  10,  prisonCTS 
iS  boycotted  one  meal,  conducted  a  phone 
S  zap — consisting  of  45  collect  calls — of  the 
^  governor’s  office  and  the  Department  of 
2  Corrections  (DOC)  and  held  a  rally  in  the 
I  recreation  yard.  She  said  that  apparently  “the 
z  guards  didn’t  know  what  to  do.” 

1  The  action  at  Waupun  came  as  the  latest 
^  in  several  months  of  action  in  Wisconsin  on 

2  behalf  of  prisoners  with  AIDS.  “We  are  on 
the  verge  of  a  victory,”  ACT  UP/Madison 
member  Dan  Savage  said.  Noting  that  local 
public  sentiment  seemed  to  be  shifting 
toward  ACT  UP’s  side,  he  said  he  believed 
people  now  realize  that  activists’ 
demands — which  largely  focus  on  the 
enactment  of  recommendations  of  the 
governor’s  own  committee — are  not  radical. 

The  yet-to-be-enacted  committee 
recommendations,  according  to  a  joint 
statement  by  Madison  and  Milwaukee  ACT 
UP  chapters,  include  intensive  education 
programs,  adequate  access  to  treatments  for

ARVADA,  Colo. — A  volunteer  fire 
department’s  policy  of  refusing  “first 
response”  medical  care  to  people  they 
believe  have  AIDS  or  HIV  disease  was 
revealed  in  a  memo  to  local  dispatchers  the 
week  of  Aug.  6.  Subsequent  pressure  from 
AIDS  activists  and  public  health  officials  led 
Fire  Chief  Bob  White  to  rescind  the  policy. 

Yet  because  the  system  of  "flagging" 
houses  with  “possible  infectious  disease” 
remains,  many  fear  the  Arvada  fire 
department  will  continue  to  discriminate 
against  people  they  suspect  have  HIV/AIDS. 

“The  Arvada  firefighters  seem  like  a 
bunch  of  homophobic  folk,  ill-educated 
when  it  comes  to  AIDS,”  said  Lance  Qem  of 
the  Governor’s  Council  on  AIDS.  “If  they 
fail  to  slop  flagging  households  for  AIDS,  a 
lot  of  people  are  going  to  be  angry,”  he  told 
GCN.  “The  entire  Arvada  Fire  Department 
needs  to  learn  basic  facts  about  HIV 
transmissions — AIDS  101.”

prisoners,  complete  confidentiality  of 
prisoner  HIV  status  and  the  distribution  of 
condoms,  dental  dams  and  clean  needles. 
The  National  Commission  on  AIDS  and  the 
National  Institute  of  Justice  made  similar 
recommendations  in  the  past  year. 

Currently,  prisons  in  Philadelphia, 
Vermont,  San  Francisco  and  Mississippi 
make  condoms  available  to  prisoners, 
according  to  Savage.  “Everywhere  they’re 
doing  it,  it  works,”  he  said. 

Stephanie  Smith,  a  spokesperson  for  the 
governor,  told  GCN  that  the  DOC  clearly 
intends  to  continue  three  of  its  current 
practices  with  respect  to  HIV-positive 
inmates;  confining  them  to  single-cells, 
imposing  work  restrictions  on  them  and 
marking  their  identification  cards  with  an  “I- 
9,”  which  stands  for  “blood-bom  illness.” 

ACT  UP’s  demonstration  also  called  for 
new  investigations  into  the  deaths  of  two 
people  with  AIDS  in  Wisconsin 
prisons — one  a  year  ago  and  one  in 
June — and  for  the  compassionate  early 
release  of  terminally  ill  prisoners  including 
Hillman,  a  PWA  whose  diabetes  complicates 
his  AIDS-related  conditions.  “If  there’s 
anyone  who  is  a  candidate  for  early 
compassionate  release,  it’s  Roger  Hillman,” 
said  Greenspan. 

Peanut  butter  and  jelly  sandwiches,  which 
Hillman  has  been  provided  with  as 
nutritional  supplements,  have  become 
symbols  of  the  poor  treatment  of  PWAs  in 
Wisconsin  prisons,  and  were  thrown  by 
demonstrators  over  the  heads  of  police 
officers,  who  blocked  the  hallway  to  the 
governor’s  office.  Activists  also  threw  towels 
and  staged  a  mock  suffocation-by-towel  to

Department’s  policy  of  routing  emergency 
calls  from  “flagged”  houses  to  a  private 
ambulance  company,  rather  than  answering 
them  immediately,  caused  an  uproar  from 
Colorado  AIDS  activists.  Approximately  15 
members  of  ACT  UP/Denver  picketed  in 
front  of  the  Arvada  fire  house,  Aug.  11,  and 
returned  Aug.  23,  to  express  their  concerns  at 
the  department’s  montfily  board  meeting.  In 
both  instances,  Arvada  firefighters  ignored 
the  protesters,  although  press  coverage  of  the 
story  grew. 

Pressure  to  rescind  the  discriminatory 
policy  continued  to  mount;  letters  were  sent 
to  Fire  Chief  White  from  the  Governor’s 
Council  on  AIDS  and  the  Colorado  AIDS 
Project.  Fmally,  in  the  last  week  of  August, 
White  aimounced  the  department’s  intention 
to  rescind  the  policy — they  would  no  longer 
direct  calls  from  “flagged”  houses  to  the 
ambulance  company — although  the  policy  of 
flagging  households  for  “possible  infectious 
disease”  was  not  addressed. 

“What  the  firefighters  were  doing  was 
responding  to  the  AIDS  hysteria  by  moving

Psychiatric 

McCarthyism 

Dear  GCW; 

In  the  midst  of  a  sweeping  saga  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  more  ghoulish  fascination 
with  the  “abnormal  brains”  of  gay  men  made 
the  top  of  the  news  this  August  It  seems  that 
the  d^  bodies  of  gay  men  who  have  died  of 
AIDS  have  yielded  evidence  that  gay  men 
(apparently,  gay  women  do  not  count  here; 
I'd  be  offended  and  feel  left  out  if  1  were 
female)  do  indeed  have  “abnormal"  nerve 
cells  in  the  section  of  the  brain  that  regulates 
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sexual  activity.  Strangely,  this  group  of 
cadavers  was  compared  to  a  group  of  straight 
dead  people  who  were  IV  drug  users  and  the 
difference  was  not  attributed  to  any 
“abnormal”  behavior  on  their  part. 

AIDS  has  served  to  re-medicalize 
homosexuality.  AIDS  research  and  treatment 
have  had  a  sinister  underside  since  the 
outset,  from  the  media  sensationalism  about 
the  “gay  lifestyle”  as  an  obsessive  morass  of 
driven  sexual  promiscuity  to  the  subtle, 
“insidious"  effects  of  the  “deadly  AIDS 
virus”  on  the  brain.  The  bottom  line  is 
simple,  and  marks  a  renewed  desire  to 
reinstate  homosexuality  to  the  place  in  the 
mental  health  machine  it  once  held,  before 
Sander  minds  prevailed  and  removed 
homosexuality  from  the  official  list  of 
mental  disorders  in  1973.  AIDS  has  led  a 
whole  new  crop  of  gay  men  into  the  clutches 
of  the  medical  research  establishment — and 
many  have  not  realized  that  they  were  being 
neuro-pysch  tested,  IQ  tested  and 
psychiatrically  evaluated  at  every  step  of  the 
journey — even  after  it,  as  so  much  evidence 
has  been  found  in  the  not-yet  decomposed 
grey  matter  of  dead  AIDS  “victims”  that  we 
are,  indeed,  as  crazy  as  ever.  For  this 
craziness  gay  men  have  been  poked  at, 
prodded,  tested,  incarcerated,  electro- 
shocked,  lobotomoized,  and  drugged  into 
oblivion  for  the  better  part  of  this  century.  (It 
makes  religious  arguments  against 
homosexuality  seem  mild  and  somewhat 
honest.)  The  AIDS  drug  AZT  was  once 
claimed  to  have  a  salutary  effect  on  the 
“demented”  minds  of  gay  men  with  AIDS; 
deadly  combinations  of  amphetamines  and 
sleeping  pills  have  been  prescribed  in  huge 
amounts  of  late;  and  today’s  “safer” 
tranquilizer,  Xanax,  is  de  rigeur  in  AIDS 
care — “The  poor  things  get  so  agitated,  you 
know.” 

One  of  the  driving  forces  behind  all  of  this 
psychiatric  fascination  with  gay  men  is 
simple  greed.  Any  permutation  of  the 
epidemic  is  fodder  for  the  profit  mill,  either 
via  grant  money  for  research  or  revenues 
from  pushing  new  combinations  of  old 
drugs.  But  the  real  motivation  is  that  age-old 
desire  to  fmd  out  “what  is  wrong  with  them” 
so  as  to  “correct  it” — the  word  “correct” 
almost  left  the  lips  of  one  interviewee  on  a 
PBS  news  broadcast  and  he  stopped  himself, 
realizing  he  didn’t  need  to  actually  speak  the 
word. 

We  haven’t  come  very  far  since  1973.  But 
in  many  places  it  looks  as  if  we  have;  hence 
large  numbers  of  gays  and  lesbians  in  the 
professions — including  the  mental  health 
profession,  actually  contributing  to  what 
amounts  to  psychiatric  McCarthysim.  This 
pattern  of  cooptation  may  look  on  the 
surface  to  be  the  result  of  breakthroughs  on 
our  part — but  it  isn’t  because  underneath  it 
all,  the  same  old  tunes  are  playing.  As  the 
music  gets  louder,  perhaps  we  will  realize 
how  frightening  it  is. 

Gay  men  with  AIDS — or  those  simply 
testing  positive  for  the  HTV  antibody — have 
lived  under  the  dark  cloud  of  psychiatric 
monitoring  and  the  suspicion  of  “cognitive” 
illness  for  many  years,  relegated  to  a  second 
class  existence  even  by  other  gay  men.  Now, 
it  appears  that  the  uninfected  have  come 
under  suspicion  as  well,  thus  changing  the 
parameters  of  the  corral  we  are  all  being 
herded  into.  We  must  realize  how  serious 
renewed  scientific  threats  to  our  privacy  and 
humanity  are  in  this  age  of  neuropsychiatry, 
genetic  engineering  and  autopsy  by  electron 
microscope.  We  must  be  cautious  about 
mental  health  services — even  when  they 
appear  to  be  friendly  and  benign,  offered  to 
“help  us”  through  this  difficult  time. 

And  we  must  clearly  refuse  to  offer  our 
brains  for  such  hideously  bizarre  research, 
while  living  or  after  we  are  dead,  just  as  we 
must  learn  to  cope  without  psychotropic 
drugs,  “non-addictive”  sedatives  and 
“cognitive”  evaluations.  It  is  time  once  again 
to  tell  the  medical  establishment  to  stop 
picking  at  our  brains.

Seventeen  lives  lost 

Dear  GCN; 

As  a  subscribe’  to,  and  regular  reader  of 
GCN,  I  rely  on  our  paper  to  help  keep  me 
informed  of  issues  from  our  perspective.  I 
am  sorry  that  I  have  to  take  this  time  to 
express  my  disappointment  in  your  coverage 
of  the  recent  serial  murders  in  Milwaukee. 
The  front  page  article  of  July  28,  "Media 
Disaster  in  Milwaukee”  presents  an 
ironically  biased,  self-pitying  perspective. 
Seventeen  young  men  were  murdered  and 
those  murders  “allowed”  by  the  society  in 
which  we  live.  Those  murders  were 
committed  by  a  man  who  believed  he  was 
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doing  the  world  a  favor  by  ““removing” 
Black,  gay  men  for  it  These  murders  were 
“allowed”  because  these  men  were  gay  or 
perceived  as  gay  and  because  homophobia, 
racism  and  domestic  violence  are  sanctioned. 
The  fact  that  these  murders  occurred  is  the 
Disaster  in  Milwaukee. 

At  a  time  when  this  kind  of  violence  and 
hatred  against  lesbians  and  gay  men  comes 
to  the  surface,  we,  as  a  community,  need  to 
have  a  more  constructive  response  that  to 
complain  that  “psychos  like  this  give  us  a 
bad  name.”  Concerns  voiced  in  the  article, 
such  as  “reinforcement  by  the  mass  media 
of.. .an  association  between  gay  men  and  acts 
of  murder  and  violence,”  from  the 
perspective  of  gay  men  as  murderers  is 
certainly  valid.  However,  for  us  to  play  down 
or  ignore  that  association  from  the 
perspective  of  gay  men  as  victims  is  just  as 
divisive  and  destructive  to  our  community. 

It  was  not  until  the  final  sentence  of  that 
article  that  a  clear  statement  about  our  status 
as  the  “victims”  in  this  case  rather  than  the 
“perpetrators”  is  made.  When  further  details 
about  the  institutionalized  homophobia  and 
racism  in  this  case  came  to  the  surface, 
GCN's  coverage  about  the  men  as  victims 
was  relegated  to  page  three  of  the  next 
edition.  Certainly,  we  continue  to  be 
horrified  by  the  levels  of  bigotry  that  we 
encounter  in  our  daily  lives  and  when  a 
situation  like  this  occurs  we  feel  evai  more 
threatened.  By  using  our  energy  only  to 
defend  against  the  association  of  Dahmer  as 
gay,  rather  than  focusing  on  and  identifying 
with  the  men  who  were  his  victims,  we 
reinforce  our  denial  of  the  type  of  violence  to 
which  we  are  in  fact  constantly  exposed. 
This  leaves  us  weak  and  vulnerable.  Where 
is  the  outrage  at  this  violence  against  us? 

Have  we  gained  enough  if  future  headlines 
read  “Sociopath  Kills  17  Men”  rather  than 
“Sexual  Deviant  Kills  17  Men”?  We  have 
still  lost  17  lives,  each  one  individual  and 
precious.

Saying  no  to  hate 
crimes 

Dear  GCN: 

To  the  many  contributors  and  volunteers: 
we  did  it  with  your  help.  “I  Strike  Back!  You 
and  Self  Defense”  was  an  event  of  utmost 
importance.  Barbara  Niggel,  Louise  Rafkin 
and  the  Willy’s  Gym  team  brought  an 
outstanding  performance  to  Town  Hall’s 
stage.  The  audience  was  eager  to 
participate — in  on-stage  demonstrations  and 
by  signing  up  for  self-defense  classes 
designed  for  lesbians,  bisexuals  and  gays. 

Louise  and  Barbara  will  teach  a  total  of 
four  sessions,  at  no  charge,  beginning 
September  12,  with  participants  drawn 
directly  from  this  evoit  and  its  focus  on  the 
dangerous  realities  of  anti-lesbian/ 
bisexual/gay  violence  in  Provincetown. 

Robert  Weinerman,  victim  advocate  with 
the  Fenway  Community  Health  Center’s 
Victim  Recovery  Program  (VRP),  stated  in 
his  introduction  that  night,  “Here  in 
Provincetown  this  year,  the  VRP  has  heard 
about  eight  incidents  of  anti-lesbian  or  anti¬ 
gay  violence.  This  is  more  incidents  than 
any  other  police  jurisdiction  in  the  state, 
except  for  Boston  (emphasis  added).  It 
represents  a  level  of  hate  violence 
comparable  to  that  in  the  lesbian  and  gay 
populated  neighborhoods  of  Back  Bay  and 
Jamaica  Plain,  in  Boston.  Anecdotes  of 
violence  abound  here.  In  Provincetown,  we 
see  more  serious  injured  victims,  more 
physical  assaults  against  lesbians  and 
bisexual  women,  and  perpetrators  who  feel 
invincible  and  more  justified  in  their 
violence  than  anywhere  else  in 
Massachusetts.” 

Since  his  words  on  August  16,  more 
violence  has  occurred  here.  Qearly,  we  do 
have  work  to  do  year-round  to  protect 
ourselves.  We  do  require  officials  in  our 
conunumty  to  stand  with  us  in  sending  gay- 
bashers  the  message,  as  taught  by  Niggel  and 
Rafkin,  “NO!!  NOIl  NO!!’’ 

As  sponsors,  we  thank  you  for  helping  to 
create  the  August  16  event.  We  deeply 
appreciate  your  encouragement  for  our 
campaign,  which  will  continue  to  expose  this 
“world  of  homophobia”  and  anti- 
lesbian/bisexual/gay  violence,  while 
emphasizing  the  self-defense  skills  necessary 
for  bisexuals,  lesbians  and  gays  to  survive  in 
it.

community  organizations,  civil  liberties 
groups,  m^ical  professionals,  city  health 
officials,  people  with  HIV/AIDS  and  AIDS 
activists.  The  Coalition  sponsored  the  day  of 
protest 

The  first  part  of  the  consensus  statement 
offered  14  recommendations  to  minimize  the 
possibility  of  transmission  of  HIV,  hepatitis 
B,  and  other  blood-borne  diseases  which 
have  reached  epidemic  proportions, 
particularly  in  New  York  City.  The  primary 
recommendation  calls  for  immediate 
implementation  of  the  Occupational  Safety 
and  Health  Administration  (OS  HA)  Blood- 
borne  Disease  Standard. 

Due  to  much  bdiind-the-scenes-work  and 
eleventh-hour  negotiations  by  activist,  the 
Senate  overwhelmingly  voted  99-1  on  SepL 
11,  the  day  of  protest,  to  adopt  the  OSHA 
standard,  which  mandates  the  following: 

•  All  workers  must  use  universal 
precautions  for  every  patient  and 
procedure. 

•Employers  must  proidde  personal 
protective  equipment,  such  as 
appropriate  gloves,  face  shields  and 
clothing  for  all  workers  coming  into 
contact  with  blood  and  other 
potentially  infectious  fluids. 

•  Employers  must  provide  annual 
training  for  health  care  workers 
about  HIV,  hepatitis  B,  universal 
precautions  and  infection  control 
policies  and  procedures. 

•  Employers  must  provide  the 
hepatitis  B  vaccine  free  of  charge. 

•  Employers  must  comply  with  the 
standard  or  face  appropriate 
penalties. 

Rebecca  Porper  of  District  37  of  the 
American  Federation  of  City  and  State 
Employees  (AFCSE)  told  GCN  that  the 
OSHA  Blood-borne  Disease  Standard  is  the 
only  proven  measure  needed  to  protect  both 
patients  and  health  care  workers  from  HIV 
and  other  infections. 

“OSHA  is  perfect  because  it  sets  down 
strong  guidelines  without  discriminating 
against  people  with  AIDS,”  the  way  the 
amendments  passed  by  the  Senate  in  June 
sought  to  criminalize  infected  health  care 
workers,  said  Porper.  “Under  OSHA  there  is 
no  HIV-testing  required,  no  status  reporting 
necessary.  All  people — patients  and 
workers — are  treated  as  potential  carriers 
and  thus  protected.” 

Porper  pointed  out  another  benefit  in 
adopting  the  OSHA  standard  federally  is  that 
it  would  surpass  the  varying  state  statutes 
that  have  cropped  up  in  recent  years 
regarding  HTV  transmission. 

Other  recommendations  of  the  Coalition 
for  Safe  Health  Care’s  consensus  statement 
include  the  establishment  of  an  Office  of 
Education  and  Prevention  to  field  questions 
on  HIV  transmission  and  prevention,  and 
development  of  a  federally  sponsored  HIV 
education  campaign. 

The  Coalition  for  Safe  Health  Care’s 
consensus  statement  details  the  negative 
effects  of  restrictive  HIV  guidelines  and 
legislation  such  as  that  introduced  by  Sen. 
Jesse  Helms  (R-N.C.). 

Last  June,  prior  to  the  summer  recess. 
Helms  introduced  two  amendments  related 
to  the  issue  of  HTV  workers  and  health  care: 
the  Helms  Penalty  Amendment,  which 
would  criminalize  a  physician’s  failure  to 
disclose  his  or  her  HTV  status  to  patients;  and 
the  Patient  Testing  Amendment,  which 
would  mandate  HIV-testing  of  all  hospital 
patients.  Among  the  detrimental  effects  of 
these  measures,  the  Coalition’s  statement 
cites  the  extreme  cost  of  mandatory  HIV 
testing  in  hospitals,  the  false  sense  of 
security  it  would  instill,  and  the  hysteria  and 
fear  of  /MDS  it  is  likely  to  exacerbate. 

A  third  measure  offered  by  the  Senate,  the 
Dole-Kennedy-Hatch  Leadership  Bill,  was 
developed  as  an  alternative  to  the  Helms 
amendments.  It  legally  bound  all  states  to 
adopt  CDC  recommeniJations  for  health  care 
workers  that  suggest  voluntary  testing 
and — if  infected — review  by  a  board  of 
peers  for  future  practice.  In  a  break  from  the 
National  AIDS  and  gay  lobby  organizations, 
the  Coalition  for  Safe  Health  Care  also 
criticized  the  Dole-Kennedy-Hatch  bill  for 
adopting  the  CDC  recommendations. 

Another  ill  effect  of  both  the  Helms 
amendments  and  the  Dole-Kennedy-Hatch 
bill  was  predicted  by  Jack  Rosenberg,  a 
dentist  specializing  in  patients  with  AIDS 
and  founder  of  the  Manhattan  Dentists 
Guild,  a  professional  organization  for  gay 
and  lesbian  dentists.  As  a  health  care 
professional,  he  suggested  that  the  effects  of 
the  Helms  Penalty  Amendment  could  be 
disastrous  for  public  health. 

“Helms’  legislation  recommends 
voluntary  testing  for  health  care  workers,  yet 
mandates  disclosure  under  penalty  of  the 
law,”  said  Rosenberg,  who  criticized  the 
possible  repercussions  imder  the  CDC’s  peer 
review  recommendation.  “That  is  a 
disincentive  for  health  care  workers  to  get 
tested,  because  it  opiens  one  up  to  liability. 
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My  colleagues  have  said  they  won’t  get 
tested  under  these  circumstances.” 

Rosenberg  also  argued  that  the 
amendment  would  penalize  poor  patients  and 
people  of  color  by  providing  even  less 
incentive  to  work  among  these  populations 
that  already  suffer  from  dwindling  medical 
care. 

“Not  everyone  is  willing  to  work  with 
people  with  AIDS  or  the  more  infectious 
diseases  we  are  now  experiencing  at 
epidemic  levels,”  Rosenberg  said.  “If  you 
now  further  open  a  doctor  or  dentist  up  to 
possible  criminal  action  based  on  his  or  her 
HIV  status,  you  will  start  losing  trained 
health  care  workers — especially  those  who 
already  work  at  a  financid  disadvantage  with 
poor  people  and  people  with  AIDS.  Doctors 
will  start  refusing  to  treat  people  with  HTV.” 

Already,  many  cases  of  doctors,  dentists 
and  health  workers  who  have  been  fired  or 
forced  out  of  their  job  because  of  their  HIV 
status  have  received  national  attention. 

Presently  the  Helms  amendments  are  in 
House-Senate  conferences,  where  some 
expect  they  will  be  shot  down.  But  AFCSE’s 
Porper  said  that  she  has  heard  that  “the 
House  is  a  stickler  for”  approving  only  those 
amendments  that  are  relevant  to  the  bills 
they  are  added  to,  while  Helms  are  not 

Yet  an  upcoming  Health  and  Human 
Services  bill  would  provide  Helms  with 
appropriate  means  through  which  to  send 
HIV-related  legislation  through  the 
Congress.  “We  are  not  sure  what  Helms  is 
going  to  do,”  warned  Steve  Smith,  lobbyist 
for  the  Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund 
(HRCF). 

Rep.  William  Dannemeyer  (R.-Calif.)  is 
also  expected  to  introduce  a  Kimberly 
Bergalis  AIDS  Protection  Act  in  the  U.S. 
House.  According  to  the  CDC,  Bergalis 
contracted  HIV  from  her  dentist.  A  House 
hearing  on  the  bill  was  postponed  from  SepL 
12  to  SepL  19.  Unconfirmed  rumors  are  that 
Bergalis,  highly  vocal  on  the  issue  of  health 
care  worker  testing,  will  testify.

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to  the  extreme  of  discrimination,”  said 
Madrid  SL  Angelo  of  ACT  UP/Denver.  “The 
list  should  be  destroyed.” 

Joe  Schumacher,  district  manager  of  the 
Arvada  Fire  Protection  District,  told  GCN 
that  he  thought  it  was  unlikely  that  the 
firefighting  district  would  stop  keeping  such 
data.  He  said  that  flagging  households  for 
“possible  infectious  disease”  is  just  one  part 
of  the  extensive  computer  data  kept  on 
households  within  the  district,  which 
includes  the  presence  of  fire  arms,  oxygen 
tanks  and  people  in  wheelchairs.  The 
rationale  for  keeping  such  data,  he  argued,  is 
two-fold:  to  protect  firefighters  and  to 
provide  more  effective  health  care. 

“How  a  firefighter  approaches  an 
emergency  situation  could  depend  on  what 
they  are  likely  to  face  when  they  arrive  at  the 
scene,”  Shumacher  said.  He  maintained  that 
firefighters  are  “entitled  to  all  the 
information  they  need  to  protect 
themselves.”  Seeing  “possible  infectious 
disease”  flash  across  a  screen  would  inform 
the  firefighter  to  employ  universal 
precautions  during  medical  treatment,  in 
order  to  avoid  possible  exposure.  When 
asked  why  universal  precautions — such  as 
the  use  of  rubber  gloves — could  not  be 
consistently  employed  with  all  patients, 
Schumacher  responded,  “Sometimes  they  are 
not  practical;  sometimes  they  are  not 
necessary.” 

He  argued  that  under  the  now-rescinded 
policy,  it  made  sense  to  immediately 
dispatch  an  ambulance  instead  of  the 
volunteer  firefighters  because  people  with 
AIDS/HIV  might  require  the  additional 
expertise  of  emergaicy  medical  technicians. 

But  Schumacher  admits  that  65  percent  of 
the  calls  Arvada  firefighters  respond  to  are 
“first  response,”  medical  calls  that  demand 
immediate  basic  life  support  and  medical 
care  services  that  firefighters  might  be  able 
to  provide  more  quickly  than  an  ambulance 
service. 

Incomplete  or  outdated  data 

Schumacher  acknowledged  that 
information  used  to  flag  households  is 
provided  by  the  “history  of  past  calls,”  and 
thus  likely  to  be  incomplete  and  quickly 
outdated,  especially  in  regard  to  infectious 
disease.  He  maintained,  however,  that  it  is 
essential,  standard  information.  “We  have 
always  had  this  information  system,  and  so 
do  other  fire  departments,  such  as  Salt  Lake 
City  and  Denver.” 

But  Steve  Sauls,  of  the  Denver  Fire 
Department’s  public  information  office  told 
GCN  that  his  fire  department  had  never  seen 
a  need  to  keep  such  information. 

While  Denver  may  not  have  a  policy  of 
flagging  households,  Clem,  of  the 
Governor’s  AIDS  Council,  says  that  other

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fire  departments  probably  do  flag  households 
of  people  they  suspea  have  AIDS/HTV.  And 
a  spokespCTSon  for  the  National  Association 
of  Firefighters  told  GCN  it  was  likely  that 
such  “flagging”  occurs  in  fire  departments 
nationwide. 

David  Eng  of  New  York’s  Gay  Men's 
Health  Crisis  (GMHC)  said  that  the  Arvada 
policy  reminded  him  of  an  incidrait  where  a 
New  York  man  fell  ill,  called  an  ambulance, 
told  EMTs  he  was  HTV  positive  and  was  then 
denied  medical  attention.  The  anecdote  was 
echoed  by  a  spokesperson  at  the  U.S. 
Conference  of  Mayors  office  of  AIDS  in 
Washington,  D.C.  “I  think  that  these  policies 
and  occurrences  are  a  direct  reaction  to  the 
recent  revival  of  AIDS  hysteria,”  said  Eng. 
“In  light  of  the  recent  debates  over  HIV 
transmission  and  health  care  workers,  people 
are  confused.” 

“This  is  just  another  instance  of  the  recent 
AIDS  hysteria  we  have  seen  in  the  health 
care  field,”  said  Belinda  Rochelle  of  the 
National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task  Force. 
“Hopefully,  by  challenging  what  is 
happening  in  Arvada,  we  are  sending  a 
message  that  this  isn't  acceptable,”  Clem 
said. 

According  to  Clem  and  Gregory  King  at 
the  Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  the 
Arvada  policy  of  routing  calls  to  ambulances 
conflicts  with  the  American  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA),  signed  into  law  last  year  and  slated 
to  go  into  effect  Jan.  3,  1992.  Under  ADA, 
individuals  cannot  be  denied  any  public 
service  based  on  physical  disability, 
including  AIDS/HIV. 

The  policy  also  violated  state  anti- 
discrimination  statutes,  Clem  said,  although 
no  legal  challenges  have  yet  been  filed  in  the 
courts.  “We  have  sent  them  a  letter  and  a 
member  of  the  [Governor’s  AIDS]  Council 
is  working  with  them,”  said  Clem. 
“Hopefully  we  can  negotiate  this  matter  of 
the  flagging.”

Clean  works 
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Advocates  and  Defenders,  told  GCN. 

AIDS  Brigade  members,  many  of  whom 
are  former  drug  users,  protested  the 
increasing  arrests  at  the  Boston  p>olice  station 
Aug.  22.  They  also  plan  to  lest  the  police  and 
gain  media  attention  Sept.  19  when  four  or 
five  AIDS  Brigade  workers  will  openly 
distribute  needles  near  Boston  City  Hospital. 
Members  of  ACT  UP/Boston  who  also 
distribute  clean  needles  have  not  been 
arrested  in  their  venues  in  the  Combat  Zone 
and  Park  Square,  two  adajacent  downtown 
locations,  but  have  increas^  their  caution  in 
the  aftermath  of  the  AIDS  Brigade  arrests. 

Ten  other  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  have  laws  similiar  to  the  one  in 
Massachusetts,  which  forbids  the  possession 
of  hypodermic  needles  without  a 
prescription.  However,  some  municipalities 
allow  needle  exchange — or  even  sponsor  it 
as  in  New  Haven — despite  state  laws 
forbidding  it.  San  Francisco  Mayor  Art 
Agnos  has  said  he  favors  his  city’s  needle- 
exchange  program  and  has  order^  police  to 
allow  the  activity,  but  activists  at  this  year’s 
gay  and  lesbian  pride  parade  protested  what 
they  perceived  was  his  lack  of  support. 

According  to  Alan  Clear  of  ACT  UP/New 
York’s  needle  exchange  program,  the  only 
time  activists  there  have  bwn  arrested  was  in 
March  of  1990  when  they  deliberately  tested 
police  reaction.  Facing  charges  of  needle 
possession,  they  pleaded  not  guilty  on  the 
grounds  that  needle  exchange  is  a 
“necessity”  due  to  the  public  health  crisis 
caused  by  AIDS,  and  were  found  not  guilty 
in  July  of  this  year.  Stephen  Joseph,  New 
York  Public  He^th  Commissioner,  who  had 
instituted  a  city-run  needle  exchange 
program  under  Mayor  Ed  Koch,  testified  on 
their  behalf. 

Qear  said  the  Boston  arrests  were  very 
“unusual,”  adding  that  there  is  often  an 
“unsaid  agreement”  between  police  and 
activists,  such  as  one  in  New  York  now,  that 
there  will  be  no  arrests.  “They  kind  of  turn  a 
blind  eye  to  it,"  he  told  GCN.  He  staled, 
however,  that  he  felt  the  arrests  may  be 
positive  if  they  “push  the  issue”  of  needle 
exchange  in  Boston. 

No  crackdown 

Despite  assertions  by  activists  that  recent 
attempts  by  law  enforcement  officials  to 
carry  out  the  law  are  a  break  from 
established  praaices.  Sgt.  William  Johnston 
of  the  Boston  Police’s  Community  Disorders 
Unit  slated,  “1  haven’t  seen  any  policies 
here”  referring  to  stepping-up  needle- 
e.\change  arrests. 

Neil  Sullivan,  Flynn’s  chief  policy 
advisor,  told  the  Boston  Globe,  “There’s  no 
pay  area.  A  police  officer  carmot  observe  an 
illegal  activity  and  ignore  it.  Mayor  Flyrui 
has  said  he  is  sworn  to  uphold  the  law  even 
as  he  seeks  to  change  it."  David  Rodman,  a 
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spokesperson  for  the  Suffolk  County  District 
Attorney’s  office  concurred.  “If  it’s  the  law, 
it’s  the  law,  and  we  carry  out  the  law,”  he 
told  GCN. 

“That  is  ridiculous,”  asserted  Sarah 
Wunsch,  an  attorney  with  the  Qvil  Liberties 
Union  of  Massachusetts  who  represents 
people  arrested  for  needle  exchange  in 
Worcester  and  Lyrm.  “ThCTe  are  laws  on  the 
books  in  this  country  prohibiting  things  like 
fornication  and  adultery....  There  is  always 
discretion  on  the  part  of  the  police  and 
prosecutors.”  Wunsch  continued,  “If  Flyrm 
genuinely  supports  the  need  for  clean 
needles,”  he  wouldn’t  allow  the  arrests. 
Parker  agreed.  “In  New  Haven,  San 
Francisco,  even  New  York,  they  let  us  do 
needle  exchange,”  he  said. 

Activists  maintain  they  are  providing  an 
important  health  savice  by  giving  out  clean 
ne^les  in  exchange  for  dirty  ones,  and  that 
participation  in  needle-exchange  programs 
can  serve  as  a  bridge  to  drug  treatment  for 
those  who  seek  it  Increasingly,  studies  show 
that  the  rate  of  HTV  transmission  among  IV 
drug  users  who  participate  in  a  needle- 
exchange  program  is  significantly  lower  than 
those  not  participating. 

The  preliminary  findings  of  a  Yale  study 
released  in  July  estimate  that  new  cases  of 
HTV  transmission  among  participants  in  the 
New  Haven  program  will  drop  by  33 
percent.  In  addition,  a  quarter  of  the  700 
participants  studied  responded  to  drug 
counseling  provided  and  more  than  100  have 
already  entered  drug  treatment  programs. 
Another  recent  study,  conducted  by  the 
Addiction  Research  Foundation  in  Toronto, 
found  that  the  number  of  drug  useis  testing 
positive  for  HIV  decreased  to  4.6  percent 
(compared  with  15  to  20  percent  in  U.S. 
cities,  and  60  percent  in  New  York), 
Sojourner  reported. 

The  Philadelphia  story 

In  a  Philadelphia  forum  Sept.  6,  ACT 
UP/New  York  needle-exchange  activists 
discussed  the  logistics  of  setting  up  an  illegal 
needle-exchange  program  for  IV  drug  users 
in  Philadelphia  with  local  ACT  UP  members 
and  community  organizCTS. 

In  contrast  to  the  resistance  Boston  Mayor 
Flynn  seems  to  be  displaying  toward  needle 
exchange  here,  Philadelphia  Mayor  Goode 
sent  a  letter  to  the  forum  endorsing  the 
proposal  for  his  city. 

Assistant  Health  Commissioner  Marla 
Gold  said,  “Part  of  the  reason  that  Goode 
was  able  to  supp)ort  this  plan  is  that  the  data 
is  in,”  she  said.  “Needle  exchange  does  not 
promote  drug  use  and  doesn’t  increase 
crime.  It  does  decrease  the  incidence  and 
prevalence  of  HIV  disease  in  the  drug-using 
community.” 

Rod  Sorge  of  ACT  UP/New  York’s 
needle-exchange  program  said  120,000 
needles  and  80,000  bleach  kits — used  to 
sanitize  needles  and  “works” — are 
distributed  by  ACT  UP/NY  each  year.  He 
said  700-800  drug  users  participate  each 
week  at  a  total  cost  of  $36,000  a  year. 

ACT  UP  members  as  well  as  other 
community  activists  at  the  forum 
emphasized  the  need  for  cooperation  from 
community-based  organizations.  “I  support 
the  whole  concept,”  said  Pedro  Rodriguez,  a 
spokesperson  for  United  Neighbors  Against 
Drugs. 

“It  is  not  a  solution  for  stopping  the  spread 
of  AIDS  but  it  is  an  important  element,” 
continued  Rodriguez.  “I  think  it  is  an  ide^ 
opportunity  for  anti-drug  neighborhood 
councils,  AIDS  agencies,  advocates  and  drug 
and  alcohol  treatment  people  to  work 
together.”

is  a  critical  aspect  of  gay  and  lesbian 
liberation.” 

Other  national  gay  and  lesbian 
organizations  have  spoken  against  Thomas. 
Lambda  Legal  Defense  and  Education 
Fund’s  Director  Tom  Stoddard  added  that 
Thomas’  vision  of  a  restricted  right  of 
individuals  “leads  to  disaster.”  Liz 
Hendrickson,  executive  director  of  the 
National  Center  for  Lesbian  Rights, 
expressed  dismay  that  a  conservative  Black 
man  was  nominated.  “The  few  Black  men 
who  have  served  on  the  highest  courts  of  this 
countiy  have  been  strong  allies  of  the  lesbian 
and  gay  community,”  she  said  in  a  statement 
denouncing  Thomas’  nomination. 

An  editor  at  the  national  black  lesbian  and 
gay  news  magazine  BUC  smmgly  denounced 
the  president’s  nomination.  “It  really  angers 
me  to  see  how  Bush  could  find  a  Black 
person  to  wave  in  front  of  us  as  if  we’re 
supposed  to  applaud  him  for  finding  a  hand- 
puppet  to  his  own  belief  system,”  BLK 
assistant  editor  Mark  Haile  said

More  Serious  Pleasures

here  are  those  in  the  lesbian 
community  who  believe  that  a 
“sexual  revolution"  among  dykes 
never  existed.  Though  the  urbane  dyke  tends 
to  be  well  versed  in  her  (slightly  repetitive) 
“I’m  post-stroking  and  cuddling,  pro-having 
lots  of  sex"  lingo,  in  1991  lesbians  are 
nonetheless  still  trying  to  find  our  erotic 
voice.  We  need  pom — written  and  visual — 
for  many  reasons:  to  learn  new  tricks  to  try, 
to  reaffirm  our  kinky  sexual  selves,  to  keep 
on  top  of  lesbian  sexual  trends  and  tastes, 
and,  perhaps  most  important,  to  get  all  hot 
and  bother^  and  jumpstart  our  vibrators.  We 
have  faced  a  dearth  of  lesbian  pom  for  too 
long — but  thankfully,  lesbians  are  slowly 
filling  the  gap. 

In  order  to  produce  erotica  and  pom, 
lesbians  are  stmggling  to  define  what  makes 
a  good  piece  of  erotic  fiction.  What  kinds  of 
plots,  characters  and  themes  turn  dykes  on? 
Does  such  writing  have  to  have  “quality”  in 
order  to  pass  what  one  dyke  pom  writer  has 
called  “*e  one-handed  reading  test?”  Can 
and  should  erotica  reflect  the  diversity  of  our 
community?  And  how  do  we  satisfy  the 
diverse  needs  of  our  community  with  the 
limited  financial  resources  that  most  dykes 
traditionally  possess?  These  are  the  issues 
that  lesbian  writers  are  tackling  in  More 
Serious  Pleasures. 

A  sequel  to  Serious  Pleasures,  which  was 
more  widely  distributed  in  the  U.S.  than 
England,  where  both  were  printed.  More 
Serious  Pleasures  takes  its  place  on  lesbian 
bookshelves  as  one  of  perhaps  a  dozen 
lesbian  sex  anthologies  ever  printed.  (One  of 
the  first.  The  Leading  Edge,  also  came  from 
England,  edited  by  Lady  Winston  with  an 
introduction  by  Pat  Califia.  It  is  hard  to  find, 
but  if  you  do,  pick  it  up.) 

Clearly  the  editors  of  More  Serious 
Pleasures  at  Cleis  Press,  worked  hard  at 
collecting  stories  from  many  different  types 
of  dykes.  The  best  part  of  the  anthology  was 
that  women  from  all  backgrounds,  sizes  and 
races  are  rqiresented  in  both  the  stores  and  as 
authors.  While  this  is  a  success,  for  me 
personally  it  did  not  mitigate  the  fact  that 
More  Serious  Pleasures  is  overall  fairly 
sedate  in  tone.  Much  of  the  work  collected  in 
the  book,  while  often  well-written,  seems 
more  like  stories  with  vague  ootic  overtones 
than  the  type  of  reading  that  really  makes  the 
clit  twitch. 

The  introduction  to  the  book  describes  the 
compilation  as  portraying,  “Good  girls,  bad 
girls,  in  love  or  out,  young  or  old... desiring 
other  womai,  desiring  themselves,  making 
each  other  dizzy  with  lust,  turning  each  other 
on,  delighting  each  other  beyond  bdief.”  Had 
I  stumbled  across  any  of  these  pieces  in  a 
mainstream  fiction  anthology,  they  would 
have  seemed  a  good  deal  steamier.  As  they 
are,  most  are  extremely  well -written  and 


edited,  but  the  very  nature  of  their  careful, 
elegant  prose  limits  their  ability  to  satisfy  my 
desire  for  a  good  piece  of  smut  But  in  that 
sense,  every  dyke  is  different. 

The  collection  opens  with  Jewelle 
Gomez’s  “Ella,”  which  in  many  ways  is  a 
representative  sample  of  a  majority  of  the 
prose  in  More  Serious  Pleasures.  Gomez  is  a 
writer  whose  stories  never  fail  to  appeal  to  a 
loyal  audience.  This  bittersweet  piece  is  as 
soulful  as  many  of  hers  (though  I  felt  that  her 
piece  in  the  first  Serious  Pleasures  was  more 
explicit  and  sexy),  if  at  times  disjointed. 
Gomez  transports  the  reader  vividly  to  the 
narrator’s  time  and  place.  However,  as 
CTotica,  it  failed  to  convince  me.  This  is  true 
for  much  of  the  poetry  and  fiction  in  More 
Serious  Pleasures.  It  is  varied  but  not  terribly 
scintillating:  such  as  Eleanor  Dare’s  piece 
“Cancer  of  the  Stars,”  which  uses  erotica  as 
an  opportunity  to  frame  a  poetic 
interpretation  of  the  Earth  in  catastrophe. 
“Suddenly  One  Summer,”  by  Esther  Y  Khan 
and  LA  Levy  is  a  humorous  and  slightly 
cynical  satire  of  the  currently  popular 
women’s  detective  genre.  “Rotary  Spokes 
Meets  Tallulah  the  Bag  Lady,”  by  Fiona 
Cooper  is  one  impredictably  amusing  story 
with  a  defiant,  prosaic  sense  of  style: 

The  bourbon  was  on  its  way  to  half- 
empty  when  she  heard  a  voice  made 
up  of  a  rusted  American  twang,  a 
bronchitic  drawl,  and  a  shrill  rage  all 
at  once.  “Get  off  my  Weedin’  patch, 
you  big  yobbo!”  She  looked  up. 

There  stood  a  squad  woman,  wild  as 
she  was  tall.  Fringes  flew  from  every 
surface,  feathers  around  her  head 
shivered  in  the  skulking  city  breeze. 

She  looked  like  a  pyramid  built  out 
of  mud  by  a  child,  bags  spilling 
string  and  paper  heaped  around  her 
feet. 

While  these  pieces  seem  more  focused  on 
telling  clever  or  compelling  stories  with  a 
smattering  of  nookie  thrown  in,  some  feature 
prose  that  is  notably  compelling,  such  as  the 
beautiful  “Eat,”  by  Sapphfre" 

Bones  are  reveals  in  stark  relief  as 
as  she  strips  away  her  clothes.  Her 
body  is  an  elongated  tear.  I  am 
standing  where  I  had  been  sitting. 

My  feet  move  but  not  where  I  told 
th^.  I  am  kneeling  beside  her  now, 
helping  her  slide  the  hard  boots  off 
her  feet,  one,  then  the  other.  Now 
the  Jeans,  I  gasp  at  the  cavern 
between  the  two  pale  flares  of  her 
pubic  bones.  I  pull  her  pants  off 
dropping  them  beside  the  bed.  Her 
arm  goes  around  my  neck  like  a 
hook. 

“Wait,”  I  plead.  Her  smell  is 
harsh — fear,  nicotine,  perfume.  No 
heat,  no  sex -odour. 

Also  haunting  is  “Remember  Sunday,”  a 
lyrical  piece  about  hot  sex  and  lost  love 
between  two  dignified  middle-class  women. 
It  fulfills  a  requirement  for  good  pom:  the 
reader  thinks  about  sex  in  a  new  way.  Each 
of  these  pieces  seems  to  have  an  independent 
sense  of  identity,  and  could  be  read 
separately  and  digested  as  truly  good  lesbian 
fiction.  However,  there  are  a  few  sexy  gems 
in  this  book  that  made  me  gluttonous  for

The  Advocate  Adviser

few  pages  into  The  Advocate 
Adviser,  Pat  Califia’s 
comprehensive  new  collection  of 
Dear  Abby-like  questions  and  answers  from 
her  advice  column  in  The  Advocate,  I  started 
to  dog-ear  pages  upon  which  I  found 
hiunorous  and/or  insightful  bits  to  use  as 
quotes  in  this  review.  Before  too  long,  my 
copy  looked  like  a  practice  session  from  an 
adult  ed  class  called  “Intro  to  Origami:  The 
Japanese  Art  of  Paper  Folding.” 

Califia’s  strength  as  an  advice  columnist 
lies  in  the  fact  that  she  has  an  apparent 
wealth  of  humor,  compassion  and  empathy  at 
hCT  disp)osal  whai  formulating  her  responses 
to  troubled  readers.  In  this  collection,  she 
includes  a  remarkably  diverse  sampling  of 
her  work  in  the  column.  It  ranges  from  the 
mundane  (“Could  you  please  tell  me  what 
the  abbreviations  in  ads  mean?”),  to  the 
fabulous: 

I  live  in  a  collective  household  of 
three  gay  men  and  one  lesbian.  I 
wanted  to  do  something  nice  for  our 
lesbian  roommate  for  Christmas,  so  I 
bought  her  a  vibrator.  Well,  when  it 
came  time  to  sit  by  the  tree  and 
unwrap  our  presents,  she  was  not 
pleased  I  She  threw  the  poor  little 
thing  across  the  room  like  an  Apollo 
rocket...  Now  she  hardly  speaks  to 
me  unless  it’s  to  call  me  “sexist," 
and  I  don’t  even  dare  ask  her  to  do 
her  share  of  the  dishes.... 

These  are  the  sorts  of  questions  and 
problems  to  which  Califia  has  responded

he  publication  of  Lawrence  Mass’s 
Dialogues  of  the  Sexual  Revolution — 
a  two-volume  collection  of  30 
interviews  with  activists,  physicians,  artists, 
historians  and  educators — is  a  remarkable 
document  of  gay  history  as  well  as  an 
enticing  and  provocative  read. 

Although  there  have  been  countless  books 
and  articles  published  about  gay  male  life 
and  liberation  in  the  20  years  since  the 
Stonewall  Riots,  much  of  this  writing  has 
been  routine,  uninteresting  or  merely  hack¬ 
work.  Truly  intelligent,  thoughtful  and 
substantive  writing  that  challenges  how  we 
think  and  conceptualize  our  lives,  politics 
and  sexuality  has  always  been  at  a  premium. 
One  thinks  of  Dennis  Altman’s  Homosexual 
Oppression  and  Liberation,  John  D’Emilo’s 
Sexual  Politics,  Sexual  Communities:  The 
Making  of  a  Homosexual  Miru)rity,  Charles 
Shively’s  study  of  Walt  Whitman,  Calamus 
Lovers,  Allen  Burebe’s  Coming  Out  Under 
Fire,  Jonathan  Katz’s  Gay  American  History, 
John  Mitzel’s  Sports  arid  the  Macho  Male, 
Vito  Russo’s  The  Celluloid  Closet,  Joe 
Beam’s  In  the  Life  and  Essex  Hemphill’s 
Brother  to  Brother  as  works  that  have  made 
a  critical  difference  in  how  we  think,  and  this 
is  the  case  for  Lawrence  Mass’  Dialogues  of 
the  Sexual  Revolution. 

It  is  no  surprise  that  Lawrence  Mass  would 
come  up  with  such  a  collection  of  intwviews. 
Althou^  he  is  a  physician  in  New  York  who 
has  written  a  great  deal  about  AIDS — ^he  was 
the  first  gay  doctor  to  write  for  the  gay  press 
on  a  regular  basis  and  one  of  the  first  to 
cover  AIDS  consistently  in  the  press — he 
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since  she  started  her  advice  column  in  1981. 
To  formulate  her  responses,  she  draws  upon 
her  own  life  experiences  as  a  pom  writer, 
novelist,  former  Good  Vibrations  vibrator 
sales  woman,  and  butch  dyke  S/M  sex 
radical  as  well  as  good  old  fashioned 
common  queer  sense  (and  the  input  of 
friends).  She  challenges  the  sexism  and 
racism  of  the  occasional  writer  (as  opposed 
to  just  editing  out  offensive  bits),  and  isn’t 
afraid  to  give  out  the  occasional  swift  kick  in 
the  501s,  should  the  writer  be  so  deserving. 

Wisely,  Califia  includes  a  brief  history  of 
her  advice-doling  career  as  an  introduction  to 
the  book  for  those  who  may  not  have  been 
reading  her  since  the  days  when  The 
Advocate  printed  its  classified  section  — ^The 
Advisor’s  home  base — on  pink  paper.  This 
introduction  features  a  short  sampling  of 
Califia’s  style  under  the  headings  “Most 
Outrageous  Questions”  and  “Most  Common 
Questions.”  They  exemplify  the  author’s 
non-judgmental  approach  to  even  the 
trickiest  of  questions  and  demonstrate  that 
Califia’s  basic  precept  is  that  there  is  no 
question  too  hot  or  dicey  to  deserve  a 
response.  From  the  “most  outrageous” 
collection: 

•A  naughty  lesbian  wrote  to  say  that 
ever  since  she  had  encountered 
Andrea  Dworkin’s  anti-pwm  spiel, 
she  had  been  masturbating  to  the 
image  of  “splayed  vaginal  Ups,”  and 
was  there  a  safe  way  to  permanently 
spread  labia?  After  laughing  so  hard 
I  peed,  I  advised  against  Krazy  Glue. 

•A  man  who  was  having  an  affair 
with  his  father,  whom  he  had  seen 
very  little  of  as  a  child,  wrote  to 
inquire  about  his  legal  status.  I 
advised  caution,  if  only  because  too

also  has  a  vast  array  of  cultural  interests  and 
concCTTis.  Most  of  these  interviews  originally 
appeared  in  either  Christopher  Street  or  the 
New  York  Native  between  1979  and  1989  and 
thus  display  the  concerns  of  that  decade. 
There  are  speculations  on  the  origins  of 
sexual  identity,  and  early  probings  into  the 
AIDS  epidemic.  Later  interviews  deal  more 
with  gay  identity  and  the  parameters  of  a  gay 
sensibility  and  how  that  functions  in  the 
actual  world. 

Part  of  what  makes  Dialogues  of  the 
Sexual  Revolution  so  moving  is  the  fact  that 
it  is  essentially  an  autobiography  that  is  told 
through  a  lens,  the  format  of  the  interview¬ 
mode.  Like  a  Borges  story,  or  one  of 
Nabokov’s  quirky,  oblique  narrative 
techniques — like  Pale  Fire,  (in  which  the 
novel  is  told  through  the  aegis  of  critical 
notes  to  a  poem),  we  read  through  these 
volumes  sometimes  more  aware  of  Lawrence 
Mass’s  life  journey  than  the  sometimes 
interesting,  sometimes  boring  replies  of  the 
interviewees.  This  would  be  problematic  if 
the  interviews  were  routinely  informational 
or  even  superficially  confrontational.  But 
Mass  manages  to  engage  each  of  his  subjects 
in  very  specific,  almost  dialectical,  dialogue. 
Sometimes  he  speaks  as  much  as  they  do  and 
as  often  as  not  he  has  added  parenthetical 
additions  to  explain  his  own  recent  feelings 
on  a  topic  or  to  fill  in  historical  details. 
Almost  all  of  the  interviews  are  conducted  in 
such  a  way  that  the  final  text  is  approved  by 
the  interviewee,  a  technique  that  Mass  feels 
leads  his  subjects  “to  be  more  open,  more 
willing  to  take  chances.” 

While  the  first  volume  contains  a 
preponderance  of  interviews  with  scientists, 
sexologists  and  mental  health  professionals 
such  as  Masters  and  Johnson,  Thomas  Szasz, 
John  Money  and  Richard  Pillard,  Volume 
Two  is  much  more  centered  on  the  arts.  It  is 
here — in  interviews  with  filmakers  Rosa  von 
Praunheim  and  Paul  Schrader,  historians 
John  D’Emilio  and  Estelle  Freedman  and 
composer  Ned  Rorem — that  you  have  the 
feeling  that  Mass  is  getting  into  the  meaty 
subject  matter  that  really  interests  him. 
Reading  through  the  two  volumes

ew  books  indeed  are  as  fortunate  to 
have  a  title  as  compelling  as  Dancing 
Against  the  Darkness,  a  collection  of 
seven  vignettes  from  the  epidemic — stories 
that  succeed  in  capturing  a  small  sample  of 
the  diversity  of  the  people  affected  by  AIDS. 
Although  he  had  planned  at  first  to  name  his 
work  Vanquished  Voices,  the  author  was 
persuaded  to  choose  a  more  hopeful  title 
after  one  of  his  interviewees  fjrotested;  “I’m 
not  vanquished.  I  am  sitting  here  alive  and 
quite  well.  Don't  put  me  in  the  grave.” 

Steven  Petrow’s  own  “deliverance  from 
the  grave”  after  enduring  a  misdiagnosis 
provided  the  initial  impetus  for  this  work. 
Twaity-nine  years-old,  a  graduate  student 
and  hotline  volunteer  at  the  San  Francisco 
AIDS  Foundation,  he  was  informed  in  mid- 
1986  that  the  biopsy  of  a  small  skin  blemish 
revealed  he  had  AIDS.  Such  shattering  news 
forced  him  to  confront  his  own  mortality, 
and  the  crisis  brought  him  closer  to  his 
family  and  friends.  Ten  days  later  he  learned 
the  doctors  had  made  a  mistake,  that  his 
Kaposi’s  sarcoma  was  of  the  nonmalignant 
variety  usually  found  among  elderly  men  of 
Mediterranean  origin. 

As  is  common  for  people  with  life- 
threatening  illnesses,  he  went  through  a  stage 
of  “bargaining”:  “If  you  let  me  live  the  full 
1 8  months  that  medical  science  tells  me  that  I 
have,”  he  remembers  himself  praying,  “I  will 
use  that  time  to  help  other  jjeople  understand 
what  it  means  to  live  with  this  disease  and  to 
die  with  it”  By  writing  Dancing  Against  the 
Darkness  he  was  upholding,  so  to  ^)eak,  his 
end  of  the  deal. 

When  he  started  his  project  there  existed 
few  published  works  about  AIDS  that 
addressed  its  ramifications  on  the  lives  of  the 
people  it  had  affected.  In  order  to  develop  his 
ideas  and  formulate  a  concept  for  the  l^k, 
the  author  embarked  on  a  series  of 
preliminary  interviews  with  health  workers, 
people  with  AIDS  and  those  who  were 
closest  to  them.  Then  he  prepared  and 
distributed  a  flier  describing  his  endeavor. 
The  response  was  electrifying:  he  received 
over  100  replies  in  the  first  month  alone, 
threatening  to  overwhelm  his  attempts  to  cull 
the  stories  into  one  volume. 

The  opening  chapter,  “Nothing  to  Fear  but 
Fear  Itself,”  is  a  sobering  object  lesson  of  the 
power  of  unbridled  bigotry  and  ignorance, 
fueled  by  the  connivance  of  a  community's 
political  and  spiritual  leadership.  Now  that 
the  U.S.  Senate  has  been  stampeded  by  a 
latter  wave  of  panic  to  order  10  years’ 
imprisonment  for  health  care  workers 
infected  with  the  Human  Innumnodeficiency 
Virus,  it  is  appropriate  to  remember — once 
again — the  pernicious  effect  of  the  deliberate 
disinformation  peddled  by  demagogues.  All 
their  sanctimonious  talk  of  the  “innocent 
victims"  of  AIDS  is  meaningless  once  a  mob 
has  been  incited. 

This  is  the  story  of  the  Ray  family  of 
Arcadia,  Fla.,  who  were  burned  out  of  their 
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home  after  a  year-long  struggle  to  allow  their 
three  hemophiliac,  HIV-positive  sons  to 
attend  public  schools.  The  Rays  were  poor 
white  people  living  in  a  small  town,  scorned 
at  every  turn.  Their  own  minister  betrayed  a 
confidential  counseling  session  with  the 
mother  by  leaking  the  boys’  medical 
condition  to  school  officials,  who  banned 
them  from  classes.  A  court  order  got  them 
reinstated,  however  not  before  a 
fundamentalist-inspired  hate  campaign 
whipped  up  townspeople  to  boycott  the 
school  and  terrorize  ttiem  to  move. 

Horror  of  another  variety — for  me,  more 
familiar — appears  in  the  chapter  about  Eddie 
Mohr,  “Fear  and  Loathing  of  Oneself.”  The 
story  was  so  controversial  that  several 
reviewers  urged  to  author  to  delete  it  from 
the  book.  One  argued  that  it  would  harm  “the 
fight  for  people  with  AIDS”  because  it  told 
about  a  gay  man  who  continued  to  have 
imsafe  sex  even  after  diagnosis.  AnothCT  was 
offended  by  the  protagonist’s  contention  that 
getting  AIDS  was  a  “transforming 
experience....  I’m  glad  I  got  the  disease  if 
that’s  what  it  took  to  bring  life  into  my  life 
and  love  into  my  life.” 

Eddie  had  come  to  San  Francisco  in  the 
1970s  to  escape  an  abused  childhood.  After  a 
lover’s  suicide  he  plunged  headlong  into  a 
life  of  heavy  drug  use  and  promiscuity, 
wasting  himself  on  the  weekends  and  never 
bothering  to  know  his  parmers,  a  pattern  that 
continued  out  of  control  until  his  diagnosis. 
Petrow,  nevertheless,  decided  to  include  the 
story,  I  believe  correctly,  arguing  that  it 
spoke  “of  the  shame  and  self-hatred  of  some 
gay  people  and  of  the  horrifying 
consequences  such  lack  of  self  can  have 
when  coupled  with  AIDS.” 

Most  pathetic  are  the  stories  of  those  who 
refused  to  confront  the  reality  of  the  disease, 
leaving  the  survivors  to  sort  out  the  pieces  in 
the  face  of  their  denial:  Jennifer  and  Alex 
Green  (pseudonyms)  were  the  archetypal 
yuppie  couple,  materialistic  “beautiful 
people”  who  led  a  charmed  life  in  suburban 
Marin  County,  Calif.,  with  their  two  small 
children.  Alex  was  diagnosed  with  AIDS  in 
1983,  at  a  time  when  no  one  imagined  that 
respectable  heterosexuals  could  possibly  be 
at  risk.  Insisting  throughout  his  rapid 
deterioration  that  he  had  “no  idea”  how  he 
could  have  become  infected  led  his  wife  to 
susp)ect  a  homosexual  liaison.  And  just  as  she 
never  learned  about  his  secret  life,  so,  too, 
Jennifer  felt  compelled  by  her  fear  of  social 
ostracism  to  conceal  the  true  cause  of  his 
death. 

Michael  Stone  was  a  brilliant,  rebellious 
student  who  came  of  age  in  the  San 
Francisco  of  the  early  1980s.  He  became  one 
of  the  earliest  adolescent  casualties  of  AIDS. 
His  parents,  by  contrast,  demonstrated  a 
healthier  adjustment  to  the  loss  of  thdr  only 
child,  going  public  with  their  story  to 
highlight  the  campaign  for  an  expanded  sex 
education  program  in  the  public  schools. 

Other  protagonists  portrayed  here  foimd 
the  courage  to  face  up  to  their  diagnosis, 
challenged  by  this  catastrophic  experieiKe  to 
grow  as  individuals  and  to  use  it  as  an 
opportunity  to  enlighten  others.  The  best 
known  of  diese  was  Pulitzer  Prize  winning 
editor  Bill  Cox,  who  came  out  as  a  person 
widi  AIDS  of  the  front  page  of  his  Honolulu 
newspaper,  receiving  a  mixed  reception  from 
readers  aixl  fellow  employees  alike. 

I  was  more  interested,  though,  by  the  two 
individuals  profiled  in  the  chapter  “Women 
in  the  Shadows”:  Janice  Campion  had  been 
an  intravenous  drug  user  for  half  of  her  30 
years  when  she  was  first  diagnosed.  Six  years

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A  vaporous  presence  is  slowly  invading  San 
Francisco.  One  by  one,  selected  gay  men  are 
seduced  by  it  —  then  they  disapp>ear,  leav¬ 
ing  only  a  ghoulish  reminder  of  their  exist¬ 
ence.  Can  anyone  stop  this  shapeless  terror ? 
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more. 

It  is  my  personal  belief  that  pom — or  even 
erotica — does  not  have  to  be  well-written  in 
order  to  be  hot,  as  exemplified  by  some  pom 
written  by  Pat  Califia  or  the  controversial 
Artemis  Oakgrove.  It  seems  that  some 
lesbian  writers  spend  so  much  time  crafting 
their  work  that  much  of  the  juice  runs  out. 
While  I  appreciate  much  of  the  writing  in 
More  Serious  Pleasures,  it  was  relief  to  find 
within  its  pages  some  stories  that  suffered 
from  no  inhibitions. 

“Rough  Trade,”  by  Susie  Q,  describes  an 
oicoimter  between  a  femme  and  the  trick  she 
picked  up  in  a  bar.  It  is  simply  steamy: 
Roxanne  teasingly  edged  into  her 
outer  vagina,  letting  the  head  of  her 
shaft  bob  about  here  for  awhile, 
making  P  ache  for  fuller  penetration. 

Her  juices  bubbled  in  cc^usion  as  P 
shifted  her  hips  in  an  attempt  to  seek 
a  deeper  satisfaction.  Roxanne 
laughed  at  her  plight,  “you  really 
want  it,  hunh?  Well,  here  it  is!”  And 
with  that  she  thrust  deeply  into  P, 
causing  her  to  gasp  at  the  sudden 
fullness. 

“Matoial  Girls”  by  Spike  Pittsberg  is  a 
refreshingly  realistic  look  at  hot  sex  between 
women.  Pittsberg  allows  her  characters  to 
feel  sexy  but  anxious,  to  have  tense  second 
thoughts  and  to  worry  if  their  muffs  are 
clean: 

She  reached  both  hands  around 
Vera’s  hips  and  her  fingers  made 
their  way  to  Vera’s  cliL  Sucking  in 
the  rear  and  strumming  in  the  front, 
she  felt  that  she  had  the  whole  world 
in  her  hands.  Meanwhile  Vera  was 
fighting  c^f  the  disruptive  thoughts 
which  kept  sneaking  into  her 
consciousness.  “Oh  dear,  I  bet  she’ll 
see  the  stretch  marks  on  my  hips,” 
and  “I  wish  I  could’ve  showered 
when  we  got  back  here.”  But  once 
Berry’s  fingers  began  their  wet 
massage  of  her  clit,  her  id  got  the 
better  of  her  superego.  She  just  let 
go.  The  last  thought  she  had  was, 

“Well,  if  she’s  alrudy  up  my  ass,  I 
might  as  well  enjoy  it”  And  enjoy  it 
she  did. 

At  some  points  the  story  becomes  slightly 
self-conscious,  nonetheless  Pittsberg  seems 
to  have  trod  new  ground  in  dyke  fiction — 
having  the  fun  without  diluting  the  honesty. 

Of  continuing  importance  in  the  lesbian 
sex  scene  seems  to  be  breaking  new  taboos. 
A  story  about  daddy/dyke  sex  sent  even  the 
On  Our  Backs  collective  into  spasms  before 
printing  this  year’s  April/May  issue.  More 
Serious  Pleasures  is  also  trying  to  test  out 
some  dangerous  waters:  teenage/child 
sexuality.  “Kid’s  stuff’  by  Liann  Snow,  read 
like  solid  lesbian  fiction.  Each  moment  is 
painstakingly  drawn,  the  reader  feels  as  if 
she  is  inside  the  narrator’s  eyelids  and  aware 
of  her  breathing.  The  sexual  encounter  with 
an  older  girl  in  frxint  of  a  group  of  peers  feels 
realistic  and  powerful. 

Hotter  to  me,  though,  was  Cherry 
Smythe’s  “Maeve  and  Beth  Go  Shopping,” 
where  a  woman  recounts  the  story  of  her  13- 
year-old  baby  dyke  crush  to  her  Iovct.  Hotter 
still  is  Jennie  Brehaut’s  “Take  Your  Clothes 
Off,”  which  described  a  woman’s  encounter 
with  an  18-year-old  in  a  park,  “We  kissed. 
We  kissed  and  she  was  onto  me.  Pouring  her 
eyes  into  me,  her  tongue  burrowing.  Holding 
me  down  like  an  expert.  Eighteen,  jesus.” 

Many  of  the  writers  in  More  Serious 
Pleasures  tackle  other  lesbian  taboos  and 
myths,  such  as:  lesbians  don't  fuck  on  trains, 
and  lesbians  don't  cruise  each  other  in 
JoctOT’s  offices.  In  doing  so,  and  creating 
new  fantasies  and  mythologies,  they 
continue  to  expand  lesbian  sexual  horizons. 
The  editors  say  in  their  introduction,  “We  do 
not  expect  every  lesbian  to  like,  approve  of, 
or  be  driven  to  having  sex  by  every  story  in 
this  book.”  Certainly  there’s  pleasure  to  be 
had  in  reading  this  anthology.  Whether  or 
not  the  pleasure  is  serious  depends  entirely 
upon  the  reader.  □ 
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many  of  his  friends  would  be 
terminally  jealous  if  they  found  out 
he  had  a  re^  daddy. 

Of  the  “most  common  questions,”  it’s  not 
surprising  that  penis  size  (“I  get  the  same 
numbCT  of  letters  from  readers  who  feel  their 
paiises  are  too  small  and  readers  who  feel 
it’s  too  big”)  and  how  to  find  a  lover 
C'Sometimes  I  think  it  won’t  be  solved  until 
every  television  and  VCR  in  the  country 
blows  up...."),  are  frequrait  topics. 

The  actual  text  of  the  book  is  divided  into 
15  topical  sections  followed  by  an  incredibly 
helpful  resource  list  covering  everything 
frxMn  people  of  color  resources  (32  entries), 
to  prisoners  (six  entries  including  GCN),  to 
infantilism  (six  entries!).  The  question-and- 
answer  sections  are  arranged  under  such 
headings  as  “Coming  out  to  oneself  and 
others”  and  “Getting  older.”  These  are  pretty 
much  straightforward  reprints  from  the 
advice  column.  Although  Califia  is 
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remarkably  no-nonsense  in  her  approach,  I 
think  I  might  have  enjoyed  a  bit  more 
editorializing  like  she  does  in  the 
introduction.  After  all,  it  might  have  been 
fun  to  know  if  a  writer’s  question  made  her 
laugh  until  snot  came  out  of  her  nose.  Then 
again,  Califia  is  nothing  if  aware  of  not 
hurting  readers’  feelings  (unless  they’re  pigs 
who  deserve  it). 

As  a  long-time  fan  of  Califia  and  The 
Advisor  column,  I  wasn’t  surprised  to  read 
so  many  examples  of  her  well-thought  out 
responses  to  reader  queries.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  did  challenge  my  pre-conceived 
ideas  of  exactly  who  writes  in  for  advice. 
Perhaps  because  for  so  long  The  Advocate, 
especially  in  its  male-dominated  classified 
section,  appeared  to  be  uninterested  in 
addressing  lesbians.  I’d  always  had  the 
impression  that  The  Advisor  was  primarily 
about  and  for  gay  men  (which  again  speaks 
to  Califia's  empathy).  This  collection, 
however,  points  out  that  Califia  has  been 
receiving  and  responding  to  lots  of  dyke 
letter-writers  for  a  long  time  (in  the  book, 
letters  tend  to  be  collected  so  that  they 
alternate  on  the  boy/girl  axis). 

This  gaider  perception  issue  was  not  just 
my  own.  In  the  intro,  Califia  writes; 

...I  sometimes  wonder  how  many  of 
my  readers  realize  I’m  a  lesbian. 

Every  week,  I  get  letten  addressed 
to  “Dear  Mr.  Califia.”  My  favorite, 
which  I  received  after  writing  a 
column  defending  size  queens, 
begins,  “Dear  Sir,  I  would  love  to  sit 
on  all  of  your  throbbing  eight  inche 

Well,  as  Saturday  Night  Live  proved  last 
season,  a  person  named  “Pat”  can  be  of  any 
imaginable  gender.  But  if  it’s  advice  about 
everything  from  funeral  etiquette  in  the  age 
of  AIDS,  to  sexually  transmitted  diseases,  to 
the  politics  of  cross-generational 
relationships,  it’s  not  just  any  Pat  to  whom 
you  should  turn.  Califia’s  collection  shows 
you  why:  she’s  bright  and  funny  and  the 
incredibly  insightful  lesbian  aunt  that  many 
of  us  weren’t  lucky  enough  to  have  in  our 
own  families.  Her  fun  and  thoughtful 
collected  wisdom  may  be  the  next  best  thing 
for  most  of  us.  □ 

Revolution 
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consecutively  we  see  not  only  Mass' 
evolution,  but  a  social  evolution  that  had  first 
to  understand  issues  of  sexuality  before  it 
could  deal  with  the  specifics  of  gay  identity. 

While  the  earlier  interviews  do  not  have 
the  passion  of  the  later  ones,  they  do  have  a 
historical  perspective  that  makes  Dialogues 
of  the  Sexual  Revolution  a  vital  document  of 
gay  life.  This  is  particularly  the  case  with  the 
interviews  that  occurred  during  the  early 
years  of  the  AIDS  epidemic.  Mass  begins 
with  a  15-page  introduction  that  details  his 
relations  with  Larry  Kramer,  the  early  days 
of  GMHC,  and  his  first  attempts  to  de^  with 
writing  about  AIDS  and  safer  sex.  After 
more  than  a  decade  of  this  epidemic,  we 
sometimes  forget  that  it  was  not  that  long 
ago  that  we  knew  nothing  about  AIDS. 
Mass’s  interviews  with  Donna  Mildvan  and 
Alvin  Friedman-Kien — two  doctors  who  saw 
some  of  Manhattan’s  earliest  AIDS  cases — 
remind  us  in  a  palpable  manner  how  far  we 
have  actually  come  in  understanding  AIDS, 
as  we  calculate  how  much  further  we  have  to 

go- 

Perhaps  most  interesting  in  this  section, 
however,  are  the  remarks  about  Larry 
Kramer  and  his  play  The  Normal  Heart, 
which  uses  the  founding  of  Gay  Men’s 
Health  Crisis  (GMHC)  as  its  major  plot  turn. 
Mass  explains  in  detail  the  actual 
background  of  the  play  by  showing  what 
Kramer  changed,  for  poetic  and  political 
license,  and  explicates  better  than  anyone 
else  has  the  strength  and  weaknesses  of 
Larry  Kramer’s  writings.  It  is  also  here  that 
we  can  see  the  strength  of  Mass’  mind  and 
writing.  Although  he  clearly  has  a 
complicated  relationship  with  Kramer  (and 
the  play,  since  he,  as  a  GMHC  co-founder,  is 
a  character  in  it),  you  can  feel  Mass’constant 
attempts  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  without 
ever  giving  up  his  critical  edge  and  his  moral 
sensibility. 

This  is  the  tone  that  pervades  most  of  the 
two  volumes  and  that  gives  them  their  punch 
and  their  sense.  As  an  interviewer,  Lawrence 
Mass  never  takes  anything  for  granted — 
even  the  more  scientific  pieces  are  easily 
accessible  to  non-professionals — but  he  also 
never  lets  anything  slip  by.  He  is  interested 
in  really  understanding  the  issues  he  raises 
and  in  pursuing  his  subjects  until  they 
answer  clearly  and  truthfully.  His  interviews 
with  filmmakCT  Paul  Schrader,  who  had  just 
completed  Mishima  is  filled  with  such  trysts. 
Schrader,  who  is  more  than  willing  to 
discuss  gay  material,  keeps  attempting  to 
deal  with  the  hard  questions  that  Mass  raises 
about  Mishima's  relationship  to  both 
political  and  artistic  fascism.  TTictc  is  never 
an  argumCTt  between  the  two  men,  but  you 
have  the  feeling  that  Schrader  has  never

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before  had  an  interview  this  intellectually 
vigorous. 

The  same  insistence  is  also  present  when 
Mass  is  talking  with  Philip  Brett,  a  professor 
of  music,  about  the  works  of  gay  composer 
Benjamin  Britten.  There  is  almost  no 
disagreement  between  the  men  but  you  can 
feel  the  tension  in  Mass’  questions  as  he 
tries — with  input  from  Brett — to  ascertain 
the  relationship  between  Britten’s  sexuality 
and  his  work.  There  has  been  quite  a  bit 
written  about  the  connection  between  an 
artist’s  sexual  behavior  or  identity  and  his  or 
her  output,  but  Mass’s  interview  is  one  of  the 
best  pieces  eschewing  both  incidental 
conjecture  or  sentimentality. 

If  there  is  a  theme  that  runs  through 
Dialogues  of  the  Sexual  Revolution,  it  is  that 
personal  and  communal  growth  is  only 
gained  by  the  constant  asking  of  difficult  and 
risky  questions.  One  of  the  joys  of  the  books 
is  that  Mass  is  constantly  pushing  himself, 
and  us,  to  find  new  ways  to  think  about 
things.  Sometimes  he  comes  across  as  a  bit 
self-important  (who  wouldn’t  asking  so 
many  serious  questions?)  and  a  bit 
contentious,  but  almost  every  piece  here  has 
something  in  it  that  provokes  or  prompts  us 
to  re-evaluate  accepted  ideas  or  sentiments. 
It  is  unfortunate,  however,  given  the 
diversity  of  the  gay  community,  that  Mass 
has  included  only  interviews  with  white 
men. 

Dialogues  of  the  Sexual  Revolution  is  not 
a  text  book  or  a  manual  of  political  thought. 
It  is,  rather,  a  process,  or  more  accurately,  a 
record  of  a  process  that  charts  one  gay  man’s 
growth  and  continual  enlightenment,  into 
who  he  is  and  what  he  might  be.  □

later  she  had  defied  the  predictions  of  high 
mortality  and  succeeded  in  turning  her  life 
around,  counseling  other  womai  in  the  poor 
Washington,  D.C.  neighboihood  where  she 
lived.  After  Meredith  Miller  learned  she  had 
been  infected  by  her  lover  shortly  before  he 
died  of  AIDS,  she  returned  to  the  city  she 
had  known  in  her  younger  days  during  the 
“summer  of  love”  to  become  a  dynamic 
lecturer  for  the  San  Francisco  AIDS 
Foundation. 

Steven  Petrow  has  created  a  very  powerful 
book  containing  many  images  that  will 
remain  with  the  reader  long  afterward.  He  is 
to  be  particularly  commended  for  his 
exemplary  courage,  as  a  gay  man  who  used 
his  credentials  as  a  journalist  to  infiltrate 
Arcadia  and  plum  the  fetid  depths  of  the 
disinformation  wielded  by  bigots  as  it  played 
out  in  the  fears  of  a  community.  This 
breathtaking  performance  is  reminiscent  of 
the  late  Walter  Williams  of  the  NAACP,  a 
Black  man  who  could  “pass”  as  white,  who 
endured  great  personal  risk  when  he  toured 
incognito  throughout  the  South  half  a 
century  ago  to  gather  information  on  the 
lynching  of  Black  people. 

Surviving  AIDS  is  another  remarkable 
testament  of  personal  courage.  It  is  the  first- 
personal  account  of  a  long-term  survivor, 
one  who  has  had  to  challenge  every  given 
assumption  in  his  battle  for  life.  Not  long 
after  I  had  received  review  copy  and  was  just 
begiiming  to  skim  through  it,  a  close  friend 
wrote  to  inform  me  that  an  examination  of 
his  lungs  had  found  pneumocystist 
pneumonia,  the  best  known  and  the  most 
common  of  the  myriad  opportunistic 
infections  that  characterize  the  Acquired 
^-nmune  Deficiency  Syndrome.  Buying  him 
a  copy  was  my  ultimate  endorsement  of  this 
book. 

Michael  Callai  was  27  years  old  when  he 
was  first  diagnosed  in  1982.  At  the  time,  the 
mysterious  new  disease  did  not  even  have  a 
coherent  name  but  was  commonly  known  as 
GRID,  or  Gay-Related  Immune  Deficiency. 
His  account  of  his  life  up  to  this  point 
resembles  the  story  of  Eddie  Mohr,  his 
waking  hours  outside  of  work  consumed  by 
the  relentless  search  for  sex.  “1  had  been 
transformed,”  he  writes  of  his  coming  out 
during  the  1970s  and  moving  to  New  York, 
“from  a  silly,  immature,  lonely 
Midwesterner  into  a  silly,  immature,  Icmely 
gay  man....  For  me,  being  gay  meant  having 
lots  of  sex.” 

Through  the  years  he  had  also  been 
infected  with  a  multitude  of  sexually 
transmitted  diseases.  When  he  read  of  the 
first  AIDS  cases  in  mid-1981,  the  stunning 
realization  that  he  was  a  prime  candidate  was 
soon  followed  by  the  onset  of  symptoms: 
fever,  fatigue,  night  sweats,  rashes  and 
debilitating  diarrhea.  In  the  book’s 
introduction,  he  summarizes  how  radically 
he  has  had  to  alter  his  lifestyle  in  the  years 
since  then: 


neck,  shook  me  senseless,  and  spat 
me  out  forever  changed.  I  am  today 
a  totally  different  person  than  I  was 
when  the  decade  and  the  epidemic 
began.  AIDS  has  been  a  cosmic  lack 
in  the  ass — a  challenge  lo  finally 
begin  living  fully....  I  believe  that 
I'm  still  alive  because  at  a  crucial 
point  in  my  illness  1  was  willing  to 
confront  some  harsh  realities  about 
the  life  I  had  led.  I  became 
convinced  that  I  had  overloaded  my 
immune  system  one  too  many  times 
with  the  many  sexually  transmitted 
diseases  I  had  as  a  result  of  my 
promiscuity. 

Callen  was  thrown  into  uncharted 
territory,  forced  to  find  his  way  where  no 
one  had  gone  before.  He  helped  found  a 
movement  of  people  with  AIDS  and 
pioneered  the  concept  of  “safe  sex,”  at  a  time 
when  neither  entity  yet  had  a  name.  In  a 
community  that  had  fought  so  hard  for  its 
sexual  liberation,  however,  it  was  inevitable 
that  his  initial  attempts  to  warn  gay  men  of 
the  dangers  of  unrestricted  fucking  would 
provoke  bitter  accusations  of  “shouting  guilt 
from  the  rooftops.”  Too,  some  service 
organizations  like  the  New  York’s  Gay 
Men’s  Health  Crisis  felt  their  turf  threatened 
by  uppity  “victims”  who  had  decided  to 
organize  on  their  own. 

Thus  began  the  political  career  of  this 
remarkable  iconoclast,  whose  source  of 
strength  lay  in  the  realization  that  he  was 
suffering  form  a  life-threatening  illness. 
Encouraged  by  his  doctor  to  be  skeptical  of 
medical  dogma,  he  decided  early  that  he 
must  question  everything  being  propounded, 
by  “experts”  and  the  media  alike.  “The 
common  thread  that  had  run  through  my 
AIDS  activism  has  been  a  passionate  belief 
that  hopelessness  kills,”  he  writes.  “If  I 
believed  everything  I  was  told — if  I  had 
believed  that  tiresome  boilerplate  that  AIDS 
is  100  percent  fatal — ^I’d  probably  be  dead 
by  now.” 

His  doctor,  Joseph  Sonnabend,  has 
worked  with  many  AIDS  patients. 
Sonnabend  dissents  from  the  prevailing 
orthodoxy  that  has  enshrined  HIV — 
seemingly  beyond  reproach — as  the  one  and 
only  cause  of  AIDS.  Instead,  he  is  a 
proponent  of  a  “multifactorial”  theory,  which 
holds  that  HIV  is  not  a  sufficient  cause  in 
and  of  itself,  suggesting  that  cofactors  like 
one’s  history  of  infection  also  play  a  crucial 
role  in  determining  who  gets  sick  and  who 
does  not. 

The  author  cites  medical  errors  and 
bureaucratic  blunders  that  have  caused  much 
needless  suffering:  many  experimental 
medications  have  proven  highly  toxic,  and 
the  widely  touted  “wonder  drug”  AZT  stops 
DNA  synthesis,  preventing  the  body  from 
renewing  itself.  Several  years  before  the 
epidemic  the  federal  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  had  discovered  a  simple  medication 
that  prevents  pneumocystis  in 
imunosuppressed  individuals,  but  it  never 
conveyed  this  vital  information  to  doctors. 
As  a  result,  he  charges,  “30,534  United 
States  citizens  have  died  from  a  disease  that 
since  1977  has  been  essentially  preventable.” 

Jolted  when  the  young  son  of  the  pianist  in 
his  lover’s  jazz  band  asked  if  he  were  dead 
yet,  Callen  reflected  on  the  conventional 
wisdom  that  has  been  drummed  into  our 
heads  at  every  turn: 

How  did  the  myth  get  started  that 
everyone  who  gets  AIDS  dies,  and 
what  were  the  comequences  of  this 
lie?  How  many  other  long-term 
survivors  were  out  there?  Why  have 
we  survived?  I  resolved  to  write 
about  the  best-kept  secret  of  the 
epidemic:  Not  everyone  dies  from 
AIDS. 

Callen  started  analyzing  statistics 
compiled  by  the  CDC  and  by  other 
government  agencies,  to  get  an  idea  of  how 
many  others  like  himself  existed.  For  his 
definition  of  “long-term"  survival  he  chose 
three  years,  twice  the  median  survival  time 
for  a  gay  man  with  Kaposi’s  sarcoma  when 
he  first  began  his  study  in  1987 — a  definition 
he  later  discovered  was  shared  by  the  CDC. 
Despite  the  high  mortality  rate,  he 
concluded,  “The  evidence  is  irrefutable:

Hundreds  of  people  have  survived  AIDS  for 
three  or  more  years.  Not  everyone  dies  of 
AIDS." 

This  message  encountered  resistance,  not 
only  among  the  usual  suspects  in  medicine 
and  the  media  but,  paradoxically,  from  many 
AIDS  activists  themselves.  One  member  of 
the  Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis  angrily  charged 
that  Callen’s  actions  would  hamper  safe  sex 
education  and  fundraising,  and  would  make 
lobbying  more  difficult.  While  rejecting  the 
first  two  arguments,  Callen  concludes: 
the  sad  thing  is  that  he  was  probably 
right  to  fear  that  right-wing 
congresspeople  were  looking  for 
any  excuse  to  justify  not  supporting 
increased  funding  for  AIDS 
research.  And  it  is  historically  true 
that  the  more  strident  that  activists’ 
demands  become — the  mote  dire  the 
scenario  presented — the  more 
successful  were  lobbying  efforts. 

Unfortunately,  in  attempting  to  appeal  to 
mainstream  America,  this  approach  was  all 
to  willing  to  write  off  gay  men  and  other 
people  already  suffering  from  AIDS. 

From  the  data,  Callen  concluded  that  as 
many  as  10  percent  of  those  with  AIDS  live 
at  least  three  years  following  their  diagnosis. 
As  there  have  been  few  studies  of  long-term 
survivors,  however,  his  attempts  to  collect 
more  precise  information  prov^  frustrating. 
Through  an  advertisement  he  placed  in  the 
PWA  Newsline  and  in  his  travels  to  other 
cities,  he  sought  out  others  who  had  been 
defying  the  grim  odds.  Profiles  of  15  such 
veterans  comprise  the  heart  of  this  book. 
Many,  like  the  author,  had  survived  long 
before  AZT. 

Even  today,  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
these  survivors  refuse  to  take  AZT.  The  15 
are  a  diverse  group:  Callen  was  pleasantly 
surprised  that  he  was  able  to  find  several 
Black  and  Latino  people  who  told  of  their 
struggles  with  white-oriented  AIDS 
organizations.  There  is  only  one  woman 
interviewed  here,  however.  Tlie  majority  of 
women  with  AIDS  in  our  society  come  from 
poor  communities  of  color;  generally,  with 
histories  of  intravenous  drug  use  or 
prostitution  and  who  do  not  live  as  long  as 
white  gay  men. 

Most  of  the  long-term  survivors  have 
learned  to  “listen  to  your  body”  constantly 
monitoring  symptoms  and  observing  how 
they  feel.  They  have  become  highly  critical 
of  the  medical  profession  through  hard 
experience  with  drugs  that  proved 
unpredictably  toxic,  and  with  doctors  whose 
“expertise”  could  not  bluff  away  the  fact  that 
they  could  not  provide  all  the  answers. 

Surviving  AIDS  is  a  hopeful,  defiant  book, 
challenging  the  Big  Lie  that  HIV-b  =  Death, 
which  has  been  repeated  with  such  mindless 
incessance  that  it  has  taken  on  the  force  of 
truth.  It  is  the  perfect  antidote  to  Randy 
Shilts’  pretentious,  “definitive”  tome.  And 
the  Band  Played  On,  which  arrogantly 
rqjeated  this  assertion  while  affecting  a  false 
omniscience  to  push  a  thinly  veiled  personal 
agenda,  even  though  Shilts  had  the 
intelligence — though  evidently  not  the 
integrity — to  know  better. 

The  most  authoritative  endorsement  of 
Michael  Callen  came,  ironically,  from  a 
doctor  who  seconded  his  anger  over  the 
myth  of  100  percent  mortality: 

Your  anger  is  terrific]  Anger  is 
protective.  It’s  the  nice  guys  that  go 
down — the  ones  who  are  sweetly 
complaint  and  cooperative  with  their 
doctors.  It’s  the  sons-of-bitches,  the 
ones  who  kick  and  scream  and  yell 
who  do  better.  The  doctors  don’t 
like  them  so  much,  but  they  do 
better.  My  advice:  Stay  angryl

possible  ending.  How  it  comes  out  depends 
on  certain  mysterious  factors  like  the  luck  of 
the  draw. 

How  was  the  European  tour?  Mark  and 
Spree  performed  at  the  International  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Association  (ILGA)  conference  in 
Copenhagen  last  winter  for  some  of  Western 
Europe’s  leading  gay  activists.  “Europe  is 
quite  progressive  legislatively,”  says  Spree, 
“but  gay  people  there  are  hungry  for  cutting- 
edge  queer  culture  that  addresses  political 
issues.”  So  enthusiastic  was  the  response  at 
the  conference  to  the  Players’  brazen  brand 
of  genderfuck,  the  troupe  picked  up 
bookings  then  and  there  for  a  tour  that  took 
them  to  Cologne,  Amsterdam,  London  and 
Stockholm.  Other  American  faeries  abroad 
dropped  in  on  the  Players  from  time  to  time 
to  do  guest  bits  in  the  show. 

Evct  the  harassment  of  homophobic  U.K. 
immigration  and  customs  officers  (who 
ripped  out  every  han  of  evoy  gown  in  the 
Players’  trunks)  could  not  cut  into  their  fun. 
“It’s  ironic,”  they  say,  “there  we  were, 
trotting  our  little  entertainment  all  around 


Europe,  but  the  real  show  was  in  the  wild 
and  scary  responses  of  European  officialdom 
to  the  Gulf  War!  What  kind  of  terrorists  or 
drug  smugglers  would  land  at  Heathrow 
dressed  in  raunchy  drag?” 

Did  the  European  audiences  appreciate  the 
Players’  humor?  They  watch  a  lot  of 
American  television,  according  to  the 
Players,  so  the  language  barrier  was  seldom 
an  issue.  "Hip  Europeans  tend  to  be 
suspicious  of  mainstream  American  cultural 
imperialism,”  says  Mark,  “but  we  broke 
down  a  lot  of  their  prejudices  in  this  regard.” 

And  how  did  B.J.  spend  his  winter 
vacation?  He  presented  a  one-man  puppet 
I  show  in  Ithaca,  N.Y.  Headlines  featured 
seven  character  voices  and  examined 
everything  fix)m  personal  gender  identity  to 
the  Persian  Gulf  crisis.  B.J.  used  the 
experience  to  tune  up  his  theater-writing 
skills  in  preparation  for  Queens! 

Back  in  the  U.S.,  the  Players  have  even 
faced  some  allegations  of  racism,  because  of 
their  use  of  the  word  “gypsy"  in  their  name. 
Spree  wants  everybody  to  know  that  he 
happens  to  be  a  fifth-generation  ethnic 
Gypsy.  “But  that’s  really  beside  the  point,” 
B.J.  adds.  “Racism  involves  deliberate  and 
purposeful  attitudes  and  actions.  Otir  work  is 
anything  but  racist.  We  are  sensitive  to  the 
plight  of  the  Gypsy  people.  We’re  doing 
education  about  it  in  our  work.  But  the  word 
‘gypsy’  in  our  name  is  the  descriptive  noun 
that  means  ‘wanderer.’  It  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  Romany  people.  It  only  happens  to 
be  capitalized  because  it  is  part  of  our 
name.” 

Did  the  troupe  have  any  last  minute 
instructions  for  the  Queens  Are  Wild! 
audience  in  Boston?  “Come  prepared  to  be 
provoked,”  says  Mark.  “We  are  so 
bombarded  by  media  messages  in  our 
culture.  Queens!  sifts  through  them  and 
draws  out  some  fresh  ideas.  The  play  deals 
with  how  we  can  use  those  ideas  to 
transform  ourselves.”

symbolize  the  death  of  Donald  Woods, 
smothered  to  death  on  Sept.  8,  1990,  by 
prison  guards  who  were  attempting  to 
prevent  contracting  HIV  from  Woods’  saliva. 
(See  GCN,  vol.  19,  no.  1 .) 

Eleven  protesters  later  blocked  the  doors 
to  the  state  Department  of  Corrections — at 
first  using  bicyle  chains  and  locks — and  shut 
the  department  down  for  more  than  an  hour 
and  a  half,  according  to  Savage.  Eleven 
people  were  anrested  at  the  rate  of  one  every 
ten  minutes;  charges  included  disorderly 
conduct,  obstructing  justice,  resisting  arrest 
and  criminal  damage  to  property. 

Savage  strongly  urg^  ^  other  ACT  UP 
chapters  to  advocate  for  prisoners  with 
AIDS.  Noting  the  trend  toward  criminal 
penalties  for  those  who  allegedly  expose 
others  to  HIV,  he  said,  “We  may  find 
ourselves  in  prison....  We’ve  been  far  too 
complacait  with  prison  issues.”
